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Domestic Partners Goes To Senate Floor

SACRAMENTO - Assembly 
Bill 2810, the domestic partners, 
legislation authored by 
Assemblymember Richard Katz, 
D-Panorama City, having passed in 
the Assembly by a vote of 42 to 30, 
then passed California’s Senate 
Judiciary Committee before the 
Legislature’s summer hiatus. On 
Monday, August 8, the bill was - in 
the jargon of the Capitol - “twenty- 


eight point eighted’’ out of Senate 
Appropriations and will most likely 
reach the Senate floor by Thursday, 
August 11. The 28.8 mle tradition¬ 
ally allows the movement of a bill 
out of committee when that bill is 
perceived as not having any fiscal 
impact and automatically passes it 
to the Senate floor. 

As it has made its way through 
the legislature, the bill has taken on 
a decidedly “un-gay” spin. 
According to its author, Katz, the 
bill is not a gay rights issue. “Gays 


make up only two percent of the 
people who will be affected by this 
bill, there are a great many more 
senior citizens who will be able to 
share their lives without having to 
risk their Social Security or 
Medicare or some other income 
they would have to forfeit if they 
marry.” 

Indeed, a broad-based coalition 
of senior citizens groups, religious, 
medical, and human rights organi¬ 
zations have been brought together 
by the L.I.F.E./AIDS Lobby to sup¬ 


port the bill. 

A number of daily newspapers, 
including the Los Angeles Times 
and the Fresno Bee, support the 
bill, and the Sacramento Bee has 
printed editorial endorsements. 

Lambda Community Center 
Executive Director Joanna Cassese 
said, “It’s gratifying to know that 
the Legislature recognizes that all 
people, and particularly those who 
have limited time left in their lives, 
need to have someone they can take

After three months of bitter controversy, the Japanese 
American Citizen League has voted to uphold a resolu¬ 
tion that approves of lesbian and gay marriages. 

Of the i i4 JACL chapters across the country, 50 chap¬ 
ters voted to approve the resolution at the agency’s 
national convention in Salt Lake City, Utah. Only 36 
voted to rescind the measure, 11 chapters abstained, and 
four split their votes during the Saturday, August 6 vote . 

The vote followed emotional pleas for - and against - 
the measure, which opponents claimed would split the 
group and caused an exodus of members. 

According to Carole Hayashino, associate director of 
the San Francisco JACL chapter, the issue was “passion¬ 
ately debated” at the grassroots level of the organization. 

“We may lose some members,” Hayashino acknowl-

Local Gay Man, Condoms Win Design Award

A condom package 
designed by Buzz Bense, the 
co-founder of San Francis¬ 
co’s popular membership 
club EROS, a Center For 
Safe Sex, has been awarded 
a silver “Addy” for package 
design. 

The Addy Awards are the 
largest and most representa¬ 
tive advertising competition 
in the United States, recog¬ 
nizing the best materials pro¬ 
duced in all areas of media 
for local, regional, and 
national ads. 

Bense created the pack¬ 
age, designed to be sex-pos¬ 
itive and gender- and sexual 
orientation-neutral, for 
Kimono Sensation and 
Kimono Sensation Plus, two 
condoms manufactured by 
Mayer Laboratories in 
Oakland. 

Bense said he collaborat¬ 


ed with Kimono president 
David Mayer and the entire 
staff of Mayer Labs to come 
up with “a young, vibrant 
product that exudes quality 
but it also looks like fun. 

“We were targeting a 
younger market that we 
think needs to become 
accustomed to using con¬ 
doms,” he said. Part of that 
approach was to avoid 
stereotypical heterosexual 
packaging, such as a man 
and woman walking on a 
beach in the sunset. 

“I thought we had an 
excellent product, so I sub¬ 
mitted [for Addy considera¬ 
tion], and the jury agreed.” 

The competition received 
over 800 entries in the fields 
of advertising, sales promo¬ 
tions, newsletters, musical 
scores, and packaging 
design. 

Contest judges were 
experts in advertising, pho¬ 


tography, design, and copy- 
writing, and were not 
required to give awards in 
each category, according to 
Mayer Labs. 

The award comes at a 
time when national condom 
sales are down, according to 
a recent survey, even though 
the Centers For Disease 
Control estimates one in 100 
men and one in 800 women 
iri the United States have 
HIV infection. 

According to an editorial 
in Condoms Times, a Mayer 
Labs publication, drug and 
grocery store sales of con¬ 
doms show a drop in annual 
sales from $240.2 million to 
$238.9 million from 1993 to 
1994. 

Kimono and Kimono 
Sensation’s packaging seems 
to be working to reverse that 
trend. “Sales have been 
good,” Bense told the Bay 
Area Reporter. T

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Feinstein Fights for $30M 
More in AIDS Funding

California Senator Dianne Feinstein was 
instrumental in acquiring $30 million in addition¬ 
al funding for AIDS housing from Congress, rais¬ 
ing the total from $156 million to $186 million, 
but while local AIDS administrators are apprecia¬ 
tive, they say it is still not enough. 

According to the Congressional Record, the 
AIDS housing funding was increased on 
Wednesday, August 3 by an additional $30 million 
at the behest of Feinstein and - surprisingly - the 
conservative Republican Senator from New York, 
Alfonse D’Amato. 

“Originally, there was no funding increase pro¬ 
posed for this program,” Feinstein said. “That was 
unacceptable. In fact, with a 31.4 percent increase 
in the nation’s AIDS caseload, this would have 
amounted to a cut.” 

Feinstein expressed appreciation to her col¬ 
leagues on the Appropriations Committee, partic¬ 
ularly Senator Barbara Mikulski, D-Maryland, 
Appropriations Committee chairwoman. 

A news release from Feinstein’s office said 
Mikulski listened to Feinstein’s concerns and 
agreed with them. Locally, however, AIDS 
activists accused Mikulski of dragging her feet. 

Feinstein had actually asked for more, they 
said. She and D’Amato were pushing for at least 
$212 million. 

Paul A. DiDonato, public policy associate for 
the San Francisco AIDS Foundation, called the 
$30 million increase “a marginal victory for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS.”

However, DiDonato told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “We needed $212 million to hold the 
line,” or about 14 percent more than was autho¬ 
rized. The funds will be distributed by formula 
grants to highly impacted cities, he explained. 

“Now is not the time for our nation to turn its 
back on people with AIDS ” Feinstein said in a 
statement. “This is one program that works well. 
We know that approximately 15 percent of our 
homeless population suffers from HIV infection.” 

Feinstein is a member of the Senate Veteran’s 
Administration/Housing Urban Development 
Appropriations Subcommittee, which has jurisdic¬ 
tion over funding for the AIDS housing program. 
She is also a member of the influential Senate 
Appropriations Committee - the first Californian 
in 24 years to serve on that body. 

California currently has six HOPWA (Housing 
Opportunities for People with AIDS) areas - Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, San Diego, Oakland; 
Orange County, and Riverside/San Bernardino - 
the most of any state. Sonoma is expected to be 
added this year, the statement from Feinstein’s 
office indicated. 

“People with HIV often lose their jobs, then 
their homes. Without an address people often can¬ 
not access otherwise available social services. 
Without housing, people are often forced to stay in 
scarce acute hospital beds in overburdened county 
hospitals. This only serves to drive up the overall 
cost of patient care,” Feinstein said. 

Bob Nelson, manager of HIV services for 
Catholic Charities in San Francisco, offered a 
word of caution and an additional word of praise. 
“It’s not a done deal,” he said. “It must still go to 
a Conference Committee [a House and Senate 
joint body that will iron out any possible differ¬ 
ences]. 

“There still may be a battle in the Conference 
Committee for the $30 million,” he told the B.A.R. 
“The whole experience has been a lesson to the 
AIDS activist community that we do not have 
enough advocates for HIV housing in Washington. 

Nelson warmly praised Aimee Berenson, a 
dedicated housing advocate at the AIDS Action 
Council, and called the $30 million “a victory for 
her.” Berenson is the only paid AIDS advocate 
working on housing in Washington, D. C., Nelson 
said. 

“It’s clear that we need more advocates for 
AIDS housing in Washington,” Nelson added. 

The situation is still evolving, he said. T 


Alioto to Clinton: 
‘(iet Off the Pot’

Maybe he should have inhaled. 

Expressing her “profound disappointment” 
over U.S. President Bill Clinton’s decision to 
uphold the George Bush-ordered ban on the med¬ 
icinal use of marijuana. President of the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors Angela Alioto has 
accused the Democrat of acting a little too much 
like his Republican predecessors. 

“As a presidential candidate,” Alioto reminded 
Clinton in a recent letter, “you campaigned to pro¬ 
vide strong leadership by establishing policy that 
would meet the needs of people with life-threaten¬ 
ing illnesses, such as AIDS and cancer, and aban¬ 
don the failed policies of the Reagan/Bush admin¬ 
istrations. 

“However, I find myself increasingly con¬ 
cerned with the direction you are taking towards 
people with life-threatening illness. These people 
have the right to access all conventional and non- 
conventional medical treatments. It has been 
proven again and again that medicinal marijuana 
provides significant relief and improves the quali¬ 
ty of life for people with AIDS, cancer and glau¬ 
coma. 

Alioto’s letter to the President comes as the 
California Assembly considers Senate Bill 1364, 
authored by San Francisco Senator Milton Marks 
and already approved by the Senate and scheduled 
to be heard by the Assembly Thursday, August 11. 
It would legalize the medical use of marijuana by 
prescription in California. 


In her letter to the Clinton, the Board of 
Supervisors President introduces a personal note: 
“My husband died of cancer, and during the final 
stages of his illness was provided with marijuana 
to relieve his pain. During this time he was cog¬ 
nizant of his surroundings and our four children. 
Once President Bush instituted the ban on medic¬ 
inal marijuana, my husband no longer had access 
to medication that had greatly improved his quali¬ 
ty of life.” 

Alioto backed up her letter to Clinton with res¬ 
olutions introduced to the Boafd of Supervisors, 
calling on the President to reconsider the decision 
to uphold the ban imposed by Bush on medicinal 
marijuana and also to lift the ban on federal fund¬ 
ing for needle exchange programs. 

“Study after study has shown that marijuana 
provides much needed relief to people suffering 
from life-threatening illnesses,” Alioto said. “How 
can the President deny an AIDS patient the ability 
to choose an alternative treatment which can 
greatly enhance their quality of life?” 

Alioto’s resolution says the Clinton 
Administration chose to uphold the Bush ban on 
medicinal marijuana, despite studies by the 
National Academy of Sciences that have shown 
marijuana to be a safe and effective medicine in 
the treatment of a variety of medical conditions, 
alleviating symptoms of nausea and appetite loss 
suffered by cancer patients undergoing 
chemotherapy and AIDS patients.

Suspects Arrested 


Only the latest incident 

TTie incident is the latest in a 
string of recent crimes in the 
Castro, including last week’s 
robbery at Eureka Bank, a hold¬ 
up at Double Rainbow, and a 
robbery at the Bead Store. 

Paul Caruso, owner of 
Crystal Way and The Bead 
Store, believes the incidents 
reflect the increasing despera¬ 
tion of the social underclasses. 

“Unfortunately, it’s a product 
of the times,” Caruso told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “There is a 
lot of poverty, and we are com¬ 
ing up with some very desperate 
and very ill people.” 

Caruso believes there needs 
to be increased police protection 
in the Castro, and also said that 
merchants need to continue to 
be vocal in pressing their safety 
concerns with City Hall and 
with elected representatives. 

In one series of incidents, 
several Castro area stores were 
held up by a robber who 
claimed to be a person with 
AIDS who needed the cash.

Two members of a gang of 
teenagers marauding through 
the Castro in the early morning 
hours of Monday, August 8 got 
more than they bargained for 
when a gay man called the cops 
and had them arrested. 

“About 1:45 in the morning, 
my friend and I heard this awful 
crash and the sound of glass 
breaking,” the complainant, 
whose identity has been with¬ 
held until prosecution of the 
case is complete, told the B.A.R. 

“I looked out my window 
and saw that my scooter had 
been flipped over and smashed,” 
he continued, “and I saw six 
kids running down the street.” 

When the man left his house 
near 18th and Diamond to check 
the damage, he discovered the 
youths had overturned and seri¬ 
ously damaged his scooter and a 
motorcycle, knocked over news¬ 
paper racks, and smashed a 
brick into the windshield of a 
white Nissan 300ZX. 

Outraged, the man decided to 
give chase. 

“I wanted someone to catch 
these sons of bitches,” he said. 
“I got down to 18th and 
Collingwood and told them that 
the police had been called and 
they were in deep shit.” 

The alleged vandals were 
Hispanic youths between the 
ages of 14-16, according to the 
complainant. 

“A couple tried to start some 
shit with me, but the rest took a 
beeline down 18th Street. They 
yelled ‘fuck you, faggot, why 
don’t you come over here and 
suck my dick’ and ‘come over 
here and I’ll hurt you,”’ he said. 

In fact, the man had not yet 
called 911 when he first spoke 
with the youths, but he called 
immediately afterwards, and the 
police promptly responded - 
and made two arrests. He was 
driven by police to the arrest 
site, where he positively identi¬ 
fied the suspects. 

“They were pissed. The 14- 
year-old also looked terrified,” 
he said. The suspects were 
booked at Youth Guidance Cen¬ 
ter on hate crimes and property 
destruction charges. 


ing the claim by the robber, in 
one recent instance, SFPD 
Patrol Special A1 Stancombe 
says the suspect caught in the 
act of stealing the coins from a 
pay phone did have the disease. 

“He had a prescription for 
Septra in his pocket and open 
sores on his face. He was gay. 
He lived in a Sixth Street hotel. 
He was from [out of state] and 
he had AIDS and said he was 
here because of the health care,” 
Stancombe told the B.A.R. 

Officers confiscated tools - 
including an ice-pick - that the 
man allegedly used to snag the 
coins, and he was photographed 
and warned after consultation 
with Pacific Bell investigators. 
No charges were filed. 

Since May 23, Patrol 
Specials have made an estimat¬ 
ed two dozen arrests in the

Blood Sisters: Strong 
Women Help Men in Need

An American concept - right 
up there with baseball and apple 
pie - is that of selfless humani- 
tarianism, typified by the Boy 
Scout who helps the poor little 
old lady across the busy street. 

But add to that picture strong 
women, mostly lesbians, who 
for the better part of the last 
decade have helped ailing men 
in a period of desperate need. 

An urgent appeal for blood 
in 1985 led to the establishment 
of the AIDS/ARC Blood Fund 
by the Harvey Milk Club’s 
Lesbian Caucus, and has gener¬ 
ated an outpouring of support 
from women of the Bay Area 
ever since. Today, thanks to the 
continued support of the 
Women’s Day Blood Drive, a 
remarkable alleviation of trans¬ 
fusion costs to persons with 
HIV has been achieved. 

The original slogan used in 
1985, reminiscent of a war 
effort, was “our boys need 
blood.’’ Today the slogan has 
been changed to “Our PWAs 
(people with AIDS) need 
blood.’’ The new slogan recog¬ 
nizes the sad reality that women 
get AIDS too. 

This year’s tenth annual 
Women’s Day Blood Drive is 
scheduled for Saturday, August 
20, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Sponsored by the Harvey Milk 
AIDS Education Fund, the 
event will be held at Most Holy 
Redeemer Catholic Church in 
the Castro. 

“The use of various drug 
therapies in combating the 
effects of HIV has resulted in 
the periodic need for blood 
transfusions in some patients,’’ 
Lenore Chinn, AIDS/ARC 
Blood Fund coordinator, told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 
“Because of this and the usual 
critical shortage of blood during 
the summer months, we contin¬ 
ue to schedule our annual event, 
giving many an opportunity to 
demonstrate support of those 
with HIV in a very real and 
practical way.’’ 

Each summer the blood 
drive has attracted an estimated 


100 to 150 women, many of 
whom had never donated blood 
before, Chinn said. 

“While our fund was started 
primarily by lesbians respond¬ 
ing to the call for community 
efforts in combating the AIDS 
epidemic, it has since grown to 
include donors from all walks 
of life. As with other major 
events centered around the 
health crisis, we have found it 
has had a profound effect on 
many women interested in mak¬ 
ing a difference,’’ Chinn added. 

Because current blood bank 
guidelines restrict many from 
contributing and accumulating 
blood credits in their own 
behalf, the need for eligible 
donors continues to be vital, 
organizers indicated. 

A mobile unit from Irwin 
Memorial Blood Bank of the 
San Francisco Medical Society 
will set up donor tables in the 
cafeteria of Most Holy 
Redeemer Church. 

In an effort to provide ade¬ 


quate staffing and minimize 
waiting, women interested in 
donating are asked to call 863- 
6761 for an appointment. 

For women who can’t make 
it on August 20, appointments 
can be scheduled at another 
time for donations to the 
Harvey Milk AIDS Education 
Fund at Irwin Memorial BloOd 
Bank directly. 

“We would like to empha¬ 
size that this blood fund makes 
blood credits available to all 
patients with HIV and may also 
be requested by friends, family, 
and nursing support services,’’ 
Chinn said. 

Unfortunately, that impe¬ 
tus for donating blood may be 
in jeopardy. Chinn updated 
drive activity and told the 
B.A.R., “I have been recently 
informed by the blood bank 
that they are discontinuing the 
blood credit system effective 
September 1, and I am just not 
sure what the outcome will be 
on the drive.’’ T

Fair Enough 

It’s always a joy to get out in the sunshine for the city’s vari¬ 
ous street fairs, so we’re delighted to see the whole season 
kicked off pretty successfully on Dore Alley last weekend. 

Street fairs like Dore, Castro, and Folsom bring in thousands 
of visitors from around the world, plus millions of their dollars 
- and pounds and francs and lire, to say nothing of their very dis¬ 
tinctive marks and yens.... The Folsom Street Fair, its organizers 
say, is California’s third-largest attractor of visitors; only the 
Rose Bowl parade in Pasadena and San Francisco’s own Gay and 
Lesbian Freedom Day Parade draw more. We think it’s impor¬ 
tant that the city recognize the fair’s financial importance, and 
acknowledge that it gets more expensive and difficult to produce 
each year. And since it is not currently eligible for moneys from 
the city’s hotel tax fund, it would be nice if officials could think 
of some other creative way to show some real support for such 
an important event. After all, that fund is enriched by all the gay 
men and lesbians who come to those hotels to join in the cele¬ 
brations. 

Of course, Folsom and the other fairs are important for more 
than simple crass economics. They also provide a place where 
we can get together and take a look at ourselves, free of the pres¬ 
sures of major political marches: it’s easier to be ourselves when 
the entire history of the movement is not on the shoulders of 
every celebrant, so it seems easier at the more casual fairs to see 
who everyone really is, underneath it all. 

Last weekend, a few fairgoers made it very easy to get a very 
close look underneath it all... 


Fair to Maudlin 


Some may carp about the nudity on display on Dore Alley, 
but nudity seems harmless enough, despite the current anti-sex 
craze that seems to be gripping America. What bothered us a lot 
more than the infrequent flesh flash was the occasional testiness 
that surfaced, and the few scuffles that occurred both at the fair 
and in some adjacent South of Market bars on Sunday. Too much 
alcohol makes a number of normally decent people rather unat¬ 
tractive, but it seemed there was more involved here, an acceler¬ 


ating factor that has concerned us for some time: speed. 

This isn’t about morality: people who do speed aren’t “bad.” 
They just become bad when they do it. Some, as we mentioned, 
become abrasive; some get maudlin; some get artificial: virtual¬ 
ly all get boring. 

Whoever is pushing crystal to the community is doing it no 
favors. Anyone who offers you a line is offering to poison you. 
If they do it to get you to have sex with them, that’s abuse; if you 
accept on those terms, that’s prostitution - and selling yourself 
very short. 

Southern California has already sunk into the white powdery 
quicksand; now the drug is making its way up the coast, like that 
swarm of killer bees, except that it’s a lot more worrisome. It 
kills ambition, erections, a sense of community - and, eventual¬ 
ly, a lot of those who use it. It’s hard enough fighting for our 
rights against a well-organized opposition without having to take 
time out for mood swings, to fight among ourselves, and to bury 
any more of each other. 


If you have a passion for crystal, there is no better time to stop 
than right now.

Billy - A Lesson

I n the recent past, many of the religious right 
and conservatives have vilified gays and 
lesbians as a wickedness that threatens to 
destroy the family. Supposedly, homosexu¬ 
ality attacks and eats away at family values. 
Blinded by what they call a “decadence,” many 
have overlooked the gays and lesbians who build 
and support their families. 

So these religious right and conservatives 
may overlook Billy, one of my closest friends. 
He’s a very religious gay man with no children 
- leaving him with energy and “disposable” 
income to assist his siblings who have children. 
In the traditional black family, the raising of 
children is often shared by all the adults in the 
family. Billy often purchased clothes and pre¬ 
pared meals for family members. And when 
financial assistance was needed, Billy’s money 
spent as well as his non-gay siblings. 

And Billy contributed because he loved and 
valued his family. He felt a responsibility to 
them. 

The family responded to Billy’s devotion. 
Many times I’d accompany Billy to his sister’s 
home. One of his many nieces and nephews 
would spot him, yeli “Look! Uncle Billy!” and 
they’d all race to be the first to greet their uncle. 

I remember our visiting his three-year-old 
nephew in the hospital. The child was sulking 
and pouting until he heard his uncle’s voice. The 
child looked-up and I saw his little face light up 
instantly. As long as his Uncle Billy was there, 
the child talked and played. But when our visit 
ended, the poor child cried and begged his uncle 
not to leave him. 

And still another time, a 28-year-old niece

placed her hands on her hips and announced 
loudly on a busy street in San Francisco, “That’s 
my uncle, and I love him, that’s my uncle and I 
don’t care what.” Billy was a little embarrassed 
by her public display, but her announcement of 
love still made him feel good. 

Gay or not, my friend is loved and valued by 
his family. 

And Billy’s investment in his family has 
repaid abundantly. When Billy became sick with 
AIDS, his family “mobilized” tightly around 
him. There’s always a family member living 
with him, caring for him. When I visited him in 
the hospital, his room was full of family - many 
of whom I’d already met. Whenever he needs to 
go to church, a family member takes him. Since 
his sickness, he has never been alone (trying to 
visit - or even to even telephone - Billy, one 
must often work through a fortress of family). 

And family bonds became even stronger as 
everyone rallied together for this crisis. 

Is it fair for anyone to accuse Billy of insidi¬ 
ously eroding the family? NO! Billy is commit¬ 
ted to his family. For Billy, nothing is more 
important than God and family. His family’s not 
perfect, but they’ve maintained their unity. 
They’ve had their growing pains, but over the 
years, Billy and his family have developed a 
mutual respect and understanding. I assume the 
religious right and conservatives value such 
mutual respect and understanding in a family. 

Gay or not, Billy shows that family values 
begin in the heart. 

But the religious right may never visit our 
Black community to witness the love between 
Billy and his family. It’s too bad, because they 
will miss an opportunity to see how love - not 
scathing condemnation - built a strong family. T

Bureaucracy Blues 

I am sending you this letter requesting that you 
will publish my experiences with one of our com¬ 
munity organizations, in the hope that no one else 
will have to undergo the negative experiences I 
have had. 

I am a frequent contributor to causes that affect 
our community and wish to select those who uti¬ 
lize these resources to their fullest potential. One 
of the organizations I had chosen to donate to was 
the National Gay and Lesbian Task Force. On 
March 14, 1994, I sent the NGLTF a donation in 
the amount of $250. Along with my donation I 
requested a letter confirming receipt of the dona¬ 
tion, not much to ask for from my perspective. By 
May 6th I had not heard anything from the 
NGLTF, even though they promptly cashed my 
check on March 29th. I called and spoke with Lynn 
Sutton in the Washington DC office. She promised 
that a letter would be sent out to me that day. 

After waiting for over one month without 
receiving anything from the NGLTF, I attempted to 
contact Ms. Sutton again. This time I called the 
800 number I had used previously, only to find that 
it had been disconnected with no forwarding num¬ 
ber. Not a good sign. It took quite awhile for me to 
locate a telephone number that someone answered, 
and when I did I was “greeted” by an extremely 
rude receptionist who accused me of lying about 
their phone number and hung up on me. I left sev¬ 
eral messages over the next few weeks for Lynn, 
and never received even one call back. I finally 
called and reached her on July 5th, and once again 
she committed to mailing me confirmation of my 
donation that very day. 

After waiting over one week, I called and 
requested to speak with the executive director, 
whom I am told is Peri Jude Radecic. I received 
her voice mail and left a detailed message of my 
request and the experiences I have had. As of this 
moment, I have yet to receive even a short phone 
call from anyone at the NGLTF acknowledging my 
request, not to mention the simple letter I am seek¬ 
ing, acknowledging my donation of $250. 

My purpose in sending this letter is to alert our 
community of the inexcusable operation of the 
NGLTF. Our community needs organizations that 
are responsive and can address gay and lesbian 
related issues with efficiency. The NGLTF has 
definitively proven that they cannot step up to that 
challenge, and my fear is that they have been 
exposed to the Washington bureaucracy so much 
that they too have become just another fat, 
resource wasting drain. I for one will never support 
the NGLTF again, and wish to warn the communi¬ 
ty to investigate the performance of the NGLTF 
before giving their support.

Hey, Semanticists! 

The recent attacks on Dan Savage’s use of 
“Hey, Faggot” in his column Savage Love certain¬ 
ly prove that we are just as bad as the straights 
when it comes to accepting diversity. Even our 
self-appointed leaders can’t seem to practice the 
tolerance they preach. The hypocrisy of CUAV, 
GLAAD, and the BA.R. savaging Savage is par¬ 
ticularly galling, since all three organizations con¬ 
sistently and publicly reinforce a dangerous lie 
and grant tacit approval to anti-queer violence 
through their use of the word “homophobia.” 

The suffix “phobia” means fear - that’s pretty 
much common knowledge. But the operative or 
driving emotion behind the violence directed 
against us is hatred, not fear. Hatred killed Alan 
Schindler, and hatred inspired Amendment Two. 
Using the term homophobia transforms an inex¬ 
cusable malicious act into an appropriate response 
to a perceived threat. This transformation shifts 
the responsibility from the basher onto the bashed 
- it’s the bad faggot’s fault for scaring the poor 
defenseless breeder. By using “homophobia” we 
tell the bigots that they are afraid of us, that we are 
a threat to them. It’s no wonder that they now rou¬ 
tinely swear they don’t hate us, expecting to be 
believed, even as they verbally, politically, and 
physically jjunch our lights out. We’ve confirmed 
that lie by calling hatred “fear” over and over 
again. This needs to stop. We need to expose their 
hate for what it is; better still to get them to tell the 
truth as well. Only then have we any real hope of 
curing the hate. 

The prefix ‘mis’ (as in misanthropic) comes 
from a Greek word “miseo” meaning “to hate”. 
This could also provide a suffix form, something 
like “homomiseic, homomiseism, homomisia” 
(conjugations are approximate). Once in general 
usage and the distinction in meaning made clear, 
the hatred that motivates bigotry would be appar¬ 
ent in every discussion of the subject. The three 
organizations mentioned above have the visibility 
necessary to introduce such a term and to nurture 
it into common usage. They can even take credit 
for it. If they truly want to be leaders in our com¬ 
munity, they will stop wasting time tilting at “Hey 
Faggot” windmills and work to put an end to the 
‘fear of homosexuals’ lie.

Peoples’ Temple, the Four Square Gospel, or any 
one of the literally thousands of groups that have 
named themselves “Christian” over the millennia? 

In fact, the fundamentalists and conservative 
Roman Catholics come closest in this last decade 
of the twentieth century to representing historical 
and Biblical Christianity. They believe in the 
Bible (and in the Catholics’ case, tradition). They 
don’t, for the most part, pick and choose what 
parts of the Bible to accept; their position at least 
lacks the necessary hypocrisy that liberal 
Christians bring to their religion in order to make 
it palatable. (Fundamentalists are hypocritical and 
do pick and choose. I am saying that their beliefs, 
words and acts are consistent with what I know to 
be historical and biblical.) 

The sorry reality is that Christianity is not and 
never has been a religion of love, kindness and 
decency. It has always persecuted the weak, mur¬ 
dered those who disagreed with its fantasies, and 
despised women. It stands always ready to go 
back into business at the old stand. It is this 
Fundamentalist Christianity that is true to its 
founder, its tradition, and to its “good book.” 
Those who think Jesus was a “loving savior” don’t 
know the Bible. Any person who would introduce 
the concept of Hell - which has been used for two 
thousand years to terrorize children, make the sick 
and dying miserable, and extract money from the 
poor to enrich priestly and ministerial parasites - 
is profoundly, terribly evil. 

I find it insulting to be called a Christian at all. 
To me it means that I lack the maturity to deal 
with reality and have to rely on the supernatural; 
it means that I allow warm and fuzzy feelings to 
overrule reason and common sense in every day 
life, and that I am illogical and unthinking. It sug¬ 
gests that I am ethically bankrupt in that if I wrong 
someone, I don’t have to make it right with the 
person I have wronged. All I have to do is tell god 
about it and I will be forgiven. It is no accident 
that the populations with the highest percentage of 
Born-again Christians are in prisons. 

Until we are willing to give up being ruled by 
fantasy and delusion; until we are willing to devel¬ 
op the emotional maturity to get along without 
help from imaginary supernatural beings; and 
until we can give up the easy anti-ethics of 
Christianity, we can never hope to battle the evil 
filthiness that exists in Christian Fundamentalism. 
I suggest that liberal Christians do more harm than 
good by validating the basic belief system of 
Fundamentalists and then being hypocritical in 
their words and deeds.

0 J. to Overshadow Fall Elections? 


T he political camps of 
Senator Dianne 
Feinstein and her 
Republican oppo¬ 
nent Michael 

Huffington are both said to be 
greatly concerned. Kathleen 
Brown and Pete Wilson are said 
to be even more worried, and the 
state’s chief elections officer, 
Acting Secretary of State Tony 
Miller, was quoted last week as 
saying, “If he’s on the stand on 
the eighth of November, we

simply shut down the process. 
I’m not even going to show up.” 

Miller is no doubt overstating 
the problem, but top candidates 
and their handlers from both 
major parties are more than a lit¬ 
tle concerned that the upcoming 
O.J. Simpson murder trial - 
scheduled to begin the 19th of 
next month and likely to run 
until at least Christmas - will so 
completely overshadow the 
November general election that 
both parties will have to spend 
much more than they had antic¬ 
ipated to get their candidates 
time on television. The Simpson 
case is clearly forcing Feinstein 
et al. to completely rethink and 
revise their campaigns. 

Tony Miller is especially 
worried that the Simpson trial 
could relegate the election to the 
back pages, resulting in one of 
the all-time low voter turnouts. 
The big question is: Which 
party/candidate does such a sce¬ 
nario help? 

Some pundits say that having 
the highly publicized murder 
trial underway during the 
November election could help 
incumbent Governor Pete 
Wilson in that it would keep 
Wilson’s “crime” issue in the 
spotlight. The trial also might 
prove an advantage of sorts for 
incumbent Feinstein, since her 
megamillionaire opponent 
would be forced to spend even 
more of his personal millions to 
gain television exposure. 

John Whitehurst, Kathleen 
Brown’s press secretary, said 
last week that the Simpson legal 
proceedings have already had an 
impact on the Brown campaign, 
adding that her appearances are 
being scheduled so they do not 
conflict with the murder case. 
Reportedly, some within her 
campaign favor staging a few of 
Brown’s media events at loca¬ 
tions near the L.A. court build¬ 
ing (but not during a Simpson 
appearance) in hopes that the 
candidate will draw news crews 
that might otherwise be at the 
trial. (And though they refuse to 


publicly confirm it, Wilson cam¬ 
paigners say in private that they, 
too, are looking to the Simpson 
circus when promoting their 
candidate.) 

Interestingly, many of those 
in the Brown effort believe that 
the spectre of domestic violence 
raised by the Simpson case 
could help their candidate since 
women are usually the victims 
of such abuse. Most feel that we 
will see Brown at more news 
conferences where domestic 
violence is the focal point, such 
as the one she appeared at last 
week at a women’s shelter in 
Santa Monica. 

Overall, though, one can’t 
help wonder about the state of 
the body politic when a “hero’s” 
murder trial overshadows the 
election of a governor and a 
U.S. senator in the nation’s most 
populous state. 


Politics and people 

The other races! Yes, there 
are a number of other state¬ 
wide contests, and here’s a run¬ 
down on how they’re stacking 
up. 

According to the most recent 
Field Poll (conducted late last 
month). Democrat Gray Davis 
leads Republican Cathie Wright 
by a whopping 30 percentage 
points in the race to succeed Leo 
McCarthy as lieutenant gover¬ 
nor; Davis, barring unforeseen

disaster, looks like the runaway 
winner in this one. 

Republican Attorney General 
Dan Lungren holds a ten-point 
advantage over his Democratic 
challenger, Tom Umberg. The 
relative closeness here is sur¬ 
prising in that Lungren, the 
high-profile incumbent, has 
raised twice as many campaign 
dollars as Umberg. Lungren’s 
re-election chances could hinge 
on how well fellow Republican 
Pete Wilson does in his guber¬ 
natorial race. 


Acting Secretary of State 
Tony Miller, a Democrat, is in a 
very tight race with his conserv¬ 
ative GOP opponent. 
Assemblyman Bill Jones. Miller 
leads by two percentage points 
(26-24), but his greater name 
identification could help him 
become the first openly gay per¬ 
son to win a statewide race. The 
large undecided vote may go for 
a known quantity over a largely 
unknown one in this battle. 

The one real surprise in the 
state races is Republican Matt 
Fong’s 14-point lead over 
Democrat Phil Angelides, a for¬ 
mer Demo state chairperson, in 
the struggle to replace Kathleen 
Brown as state treasurer. One 
well-known Sacramento 
Democrat told me last week that 
he expects Fong (the son of for¬ 
mer Secretary of State March 
Fong Eu), who has much better 
name ID than Angelides, to take 
this one, making Fong a real 
comer in state GOP circles. 

The contest between 
Democrat Kathleen Connell and 
Republican Tom McClintock 
for controller currently has 
Connell with a precarious five- 
point lead (31-26), with a huge 
43 percent of the state’s voters 
still “undecided.” Democrat 
Connell is expected to spend big 
in this one and probably should 
be considered the early favorite 
to win in November. 

The race for insurance com¬ 
missioner shows Art Torres, the 
Democrat, with a small 34-30 
percent lead over Republican 
Chuck Quackenbush, while the 
other statewide race, the “non¬ 
partisan” superintendent of pub¬ 
lic instruction contest, shows 
incumbent Maureen DiMarco 
and challenger Delaine Eastin in 
a virtual tie. The undecided vote 
will also be the deciding factor 
in this one. 

In the two local polls I heard 
of this week, one has Supervisor 
Carole Migden leading Kevin 
Shelley by a healthy margin to 
become board president; the 
other shows Migden and 
Shelley in a near tie with 
Annemarie Conroy (showing 
surprising strength). 

Friends of another supe can¬ 
didate, Tom Ammiano, are hold¬ 
ing a fundraiser/reception for 
him this Sunday, August 14. It’s 
a “pool party” from 1 to 3 p.m. 
at the home of David 
Vandergriff, 4076 17th Street. A 
$25 minimum contribution is 
requested; call 864-1084 for 
more information. 

Incidentally, a federal judge 
recently granted the state 
Democratic Party an injunction 
that will allow both parties to 
endorse in this year’s nonparti-

Read My Acronym

F irst as student, and 
now as teacher, I 
have always felt a 
sense of loss on the 
first day of August. 
After a month and a half with¬ 
out a watch or calendar, those 
Back-to-School storefronts 
snap me back to counting days 
and telling time. It’s the biegin- 
ning of the end of summer. 

Don’t get me wrong; once 
September rolls around, I am 
always energized for the new 
school year, but that entEiusi- 
asm-to-come never protects me 
from my August First Blues, 
particularly not this year when 
the U.S. Senate sank the first 
day of August to a new low by 
passing the Smith-Helms 
amendment with a 63-36 vote. 

The Smith-Helms amend¬ 
ment, which I call the Smith- 
Helms Ignorance is Teaching 
amendment (you read the 
acronym; this is a Family 
Column!), is a rider on the 
reauthorization of the 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act, which provides 
federal funding to public 
schools - $12.5 billion worth. 
The Smith-Helms amendment 
denies funding to school dis¬ 
tricts that “carry out a program 
or activity that has either the 
purpose or effect of encourag¬ 
ing or supporting homosexuali¬ 
ty as a positive lifestyle alterna¬ 
tive.’’ 

Of course we should have 
programs with that exact pur¬ 
pose. Concepts like gay-bash¬ 
ing, suicide, self-esteem, 
human dignity, equity, liberty, 
and justice for all are a few of 
the excellent reasons for such 
activities. Fortunately, the San 
Francisco Unified School 
District knows this and, thanks 
to lots of activism, has designed 
and implemented a number of 
curricular and counseling pro¬ 
grams to combat homophobia 
and its effects on students. 

Also, bravo to SF School 
Superintendent Bill Rojas, who 


spoke up immediately against 
the amendment, telling 
reporters, “We have gay and 
lesbian students, and that’s a 
reality all of our students live 
with.” He added, “For the 
Helmses of this world that think 
that isn’t real, I just don’t loiow 
which planet they’re on.” 

That’s Planet Bigotry, I 
believe. It’s two galaxies to the 
left of Planet Tobacco, 13,000 
galaxies to the right of Planet 
Reebok, and 979 trillion to the 
right of Planet Boutiiier. And 
here on Planet Boutiiier, we’re 
sponsoring a little Helms 
Amendment of our own - a full 
lobotomy for Jesse - which, 
unfortunately, in his case is no 
amendment at all.

Congressional cowards 

But wait. Why blame the 
senator from North Carolina 
when 62 of his colleagues 
joined him in approving this 
nonsense? 

A recent Time/CNN poll 
found that 65 percent of 
Americans polled thought “too 
much attention” is being paid to 
homosexual rights. Well, if you 
ask me, 63 percent of the U.S. 
Senate is paying too much 
attention to Jesse Helms and his 
hatred of homosexuals and our 
rights. 

And this was no isolated 
case. On July 19, a full 92 per¬ 
cent of the Senate, including 50 
percent of the California con¬ 
tingent (the Feinstein half), 
agreed to a Helms rider on the 
Agriculture Appropriations Act, 
prohibiting use of taxpayer 
funds to “embrace, accept, con¬ 
done, or celebrate homosexual¬ 
ity as a legitimate or normal 
lifestyle.” 

Does this mean federal fund¬ 
ing is available to tout homo¬ 
sexuality as a superior 
lifestyle? I say “Funding for 


Flaunting!” 

Under the Smith-Helms 
Ignorance is Teaching amend¬ 
ment, my job as a high school 
teacher is to adhere to a policy 
of don’t ask, don’t tell, don’t 
allow curiosity or facts to get in 
the way of schooling. 

Take down that poster of 
Eleanor Roosevelt; don’t teach 
Twelfth Night; and by all 
means don’t let the girls play 
tennis and look up to Martina! 
How is a teacher to know if 
classroom material or football 
drills might have the “effect” of 
encouraging homosexuality? 
Showing students the Sistine 
Chapel or Venus de Milo, dis¬ 
cussing Moby Dick or The 
Color Purple, analyzing civil 
rights movements in this coun¬ 
try could have the “effect” of 
promoting homosexuality. 

The books we’d have to bum 
to keep true to this amendment 
are too many to list, but let’s 
start with the ABCs: Auden, 
Baldwin, Cather. The amend¬ 
ment could be seen as a way to 
ax girls’ softball teams and 
boys’ gymnastics programs. 
And what will be the fate of the 
locker room? 

Another exception 

During the hearings on gays 
and lesbians in the military, 
many of those who would cast 
themselves as allies of the gay 
community felt comfortable in 
exempting military policy from 
society’s standards. Time and 
again I heard people say, “Well, 
the military is a special case ...” 
or “This sexual behavior is 
problematic in the military.” 

Well, where are those voices 
now? I should be hearing those 
same people shouting, “Hold 
on, we made an exception for 
the military. Public school is no 
place for discrimination,” or 
“This is about knowledge, 
access to information, and 
ideas. We’re not talking about 
sexual behavior.” 

Senator Ted Kennedy tried 
to make that distinction with his

political antidote to the Smith- 
Helms amendment, a conflict¬ 
ing amendment that bans the 
use of federal funds to promote 
any sexual activity - heterosex¬ 
ual or homosexual. But this 
anti-sex strategy is an unsatis¬ 
factory suggestion when one 
considers where it will lead. 
Young people in this country 
need accurate information 
about sex. Even Kennedy’s 
compromise contains the prob¬ 
lematic word “promote.” A gag 
rule for schools is likely to 
result in uninformed decisions, 
unwanted pregnancy and 
unsafe sex. 

Attacks like the recent 
Helms barrage are designed to 
put us on the defensive, to con¬ 
tent ourselves with unaccept¬ 
able compromise positions, 
and to distract us and our polit¬ 
ical resources from other 
issues. While Kennedy’s move 
may be an effective way to play 
politics and force an acceptable 
resolution in committee. Helms 
has successfully flexed his 
power in the Senate chambers, 
bully that he is, and slapped 
any teacher or administrator 
with the warning that Big 
Homophobe is watching. Even 
if the amendment is scratched 
in committee, the Senate’s vote 
is concrete evidence that anoth¬ 
er Briggs Amendment banning 
gay teachers and instituting 


curricular censorship might be 
a vote away. 

By tying badly needed 
money for schools to his big¬ 
otry, Helms wants the rallying 
for gay dignity to come at a 
heavy and divisive cost - in San 
Francisco, about $12 million a 
year for public schools. Gays 
and lesbians against school- 
children - now that’s an image 
Helms would love to see fly. 
And we cannot let it happen. 

So, before September gets 
too close and the August con¬ 
gressional recess kicks in. I’m 
going to fight my August Blues 
with a little activism of my 
own. Thanks to the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force’s 
seven-page August 

Congressional Action Kit, I 
have my hands on the Helms 
amendments, the Senate voting 
records, a guide to contacting 
the folks on Capitol Hill, as 
well as information on health 
care reform and the 
Employment Non- 

Discrimination Act. 

It’s time to start energizing 
myself for the upcoming school 
year - and what better way than 
carving out a few gay-positive 
lesson plans and a couple of 
back-to-school fashions with a 
gay visibility theme?

Native Americans, African- 
Americans, and gays and les¬ 
bians have long been involved 
in journalism, but their numbers 
have been few. 

Until recently, most gay and 
lesbian reporters and editors - 
outside of major metropolitan 
areas - either remained in the 
closet or lost their jobs. 

But thanks to courageous 
and talented people like 
Howard Rock, the Eskimo who 
started the Tundra Times in 
Fairbanks, Alaska, and San 
Francisco’s Randy Shilts, 
America’s first - and still most 
controversial - gay mainstream 
media star, the scene in journal¬ 
ism is quickly changing and 
opening up to minorities.

San Mateo Activists 
Confer on Equality, 
Support, Culture

Fifty activists from various 
communities in San Mateo 
County met on Saturday, 
August 6 at the Hillsdale Meth- 
odist 
Church 
to dis- 
c u s s 
experi¬ 
ences, 
needs, 
and plans 
in three 
areas 
vital to 
gay life: 
youth 
support, 
culture- 
visibility, 
and domestic partners and non¬ 
discrimination, especially in the 
workplace. 

Led by Robert Greeley, who 
had organized the successful 
Gay Town Hall meeting in Palo 
Alto in June, the San Mateo 
meeting followed the same for¬ 
mat of a general meeting, fol¬ 
lowed by smaller group meet¬ 
ings in the three interest areas, 
and concluded by summary 
reports indicating accomplish¬ 
ments and probable future steps. 

Two honored guests in 
Peninsula politics, Nancy 
Leavitt, who will be Belmont’s 
vice mayor this fall, and 
Richard Gordon, who was elect¬ 


ed to the S.M. County Board of 
Education in 1992, greeted the 
assemblage and offered encour¬ 
agement. Leavitt also participat¬ 
ed in the youth support group, 
her special area of concern. 
Gordon pointed out that, espe¬ 
cially now that the attempt is 
being made by Senator Jesse 
Helms (R-NC) to prohibit any 
mention of homosexuality in 
U.S. schools, it is vital to move 
on such matters as harassment 
of gay youth in our schools now. 

Audrey Covner enlightened 
the assemblage on Assembly 
Bill #2601, which forbids dis¬ 
crimination against gays and 
lesbians in the workplace. The 
bill has approval in the state 
Assembly and is almost certain 
to pass the Senate. This time, it 
is much more likely to get 
Governor Wilson’s signature, 
but Covner urged everyone to 
communicate such a message to 
Sacramento. Another bill with a 
similar moniker, AB #2810, 
would establish a statewide 
domestic partners arrangement; 
it has cleared four legislative 
committees already, Covner 
added, but it might still take 
years for passage. 

In the Youth Support group, 
the need for development of 
plans and taking action was 
emphasized by the leader, 
Lauren MacNeill, who pointed

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U.S. Senate: 

Anti-lhith & Anti-Youth

The Senate ha$ voted to cut off federal funds to any 
school district offering programs “that have either the purpose 
or efet of encouraging or supporting homosexuality as a pos* 
itive lifestyle alternative.” This amendment to the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act was sponsored by Senator (and 
homophobic fossil) Jesse Helms. The Helms amendment would 
also ban “counseling or other services on school grounds, or 
referral of a pupil to an organization that affirms a homosexual 
lifestyle.” 

This anti-youth and anti-truth amendment would, in effect, 
legislate a curriculum in hate education. The Helms amendment 
would ensure that homophobic indoctrination is forced upon 
children. 

In a misguided effort to render the Helm’s amendment obso¬ 
lete, Senator Ted Kennedy offered his own amendment to the 
Education Act. The Kennedy amendment would cut off federal 
funds to schools that “promote or encourage sexual activity” of 
my kind. Unfortunately, such a law would certainly be selec¬ 
tively enforced at the local level and used to censor lesbians and 
gays. Homophobes have successfully convinced school boards 
across the nation that any mention of lesbian or gay subjects in 
textbooks or classrooms is an open invitation to sexual inter¬ 
course. 

Both the Helms and the Kennedy amendments would pro- 
<hice the same outcome - an intolerable and lethal silence about 
our lives. And whether these amendments pass or not, the very 
fact that they have been brought forward sends a disparaging 
message to our already overstressed youth. 

Ttiese legislative efforts should alert us all to the necessity of 
fighting more vigorously for educational equity and excellence. 
Our community cannot afford to continue battling only the 
symptoms of homophobia, we must engage the causes. Chief 
among these causes is an inadequate, homophobic system of 
public education. 

There are lesbian and gay students in every school across the 
nafion, and in every classroom these students axe under attack. 
Hie fedeml government should be leading the drive to protect 
the educational and civil rights of lesbian, gay and bisexual 
youth, Hiese students have an absolute right to unbiased infor¬ 
mation, positive role models, and a heritage free of crippling 
self-hate and unchallenged discrimination. 

Urge your representatives to speak out loudly and clearly - 
against the Helms and Kennedy amendments and in support of 
the educational rights of lesbian, gay and bisexual students. 
Moreover, insist that Bill Clinton veto any Education Bill that is 
polluted with hate and ignorance.

Hate Crime Hits Davis Home

DAVIS - Larry Hoover is well respected, both 
professionally and socially; he is comfortably 
retired at an early age; he is a founder and sup¬ 
porter of organizations in the gay and lesbian 
community; he is a handsome, urbane, charming 
man who most recently was the moving force 
behind the long-overdue domestic partners legis¬ 
lation in the reputedly liberal Davis community; 
and now he is also the victim of a vicious hate 
crime and an all-too-familiar police apathy. 

Hoover, who retired as director of personnel at 
the University of California at Davis last October, 
has been breeding and raising prize-winning rab¬ 
bits for a number of years. Most of the rabbits are 
short-eared, fluffy, and have Siamese cat markings 
- they’re reminiscent of Star Trek's “tribbles,” in 
that they’re cuddly and are content to be held and 
petted for hours; they go limp and cling trustingly 
to those holding them. All, including the family 
pet, have been housed in cages in the attached 
garage at Hoover’s home. 

At 1:30 on Saturday, May 14, Larry fed and 
watered the rabbits, then left to teach a class a few 
miles away. He returned to his home at 6:30, ate, 
watched television and dozed until 9 p.m., when 
he went into the garage to get some laundry from 
the dryer. “When I opened the door I saw four rab¬ 
bits on the garage floor - dead. I couldn’t imagine 
how they got out of their cages and why they were 
lying there, all in a row, with their necks and legs 
broken. I couldn’t conceptualize what I was look¬ 
ing at, I couldn’t get my mind around the enormi¬ 
ty of what had happened. As the realization hit me 
I must have begun crying out saying, ‘Oh my God. 
Oh dear God in heaven!”’ 

Hoover thinks his visibility on local cable 
access and his appearances before the Davis City 
Council on behalf of the domestic partners bill 
may have prompted the attack on his home. “I 
made the technical argument for the ordinance and 
went up against the Chamber of Commerce and 
then made a personal presentation,” Hoover told 
the Bay Area Reporter. ‘There were no negatives, 
except for the Chamber of Commerce, and very 
strong presentations for the ordinance were made 
by both gay and non-gay members of the commu¬ 
nity. Then I asked to make a personal presentation 
to the City Council. 

“It was pretty intense,” he recalled. “I told them 
how I came here from Indiana and have lived in 
Davis for 20 years, first as a husband and father 
and then as a gay father with a domestic partner. I 
said I was tired of it. Just sick and tired of there 
being no recognition of our family unit. My 
daughters have lived with me and have been nur¬ 
tured by both Steve and myself over the years, and 
we are a family. 

“I’ve been ‘out’ for a long time and have fought 
for recognition for gays and lesbians and parity in 
employment and sensitivity training, but two 
months ago during the deliberations on the ordi¬ 
nance, I became very out. And that’s the only 
thing I can think of that’s been different in my life 
and which could have caused the horror that has 
happened to us.” 

The horror of that evening affected everyone in 
the family. Rabbit cages in the area were pushed 
aside, water bottles were knocked off some of the 
other cages, and a feed box was knocked out of a 
cage. According to Hoover, “there were no other 
items taken - it was just a senseless act of cruelty. 

“I know I was crying,” he said, recalling the 
incident. “My 17-year-old daughter, Mary, came 
out to see what was wrong and started to cry hys¬ 
terically. It was a horrible sight - our family pet 
was also killed.” 

Even more chilling was the realization that 
whoever killed the family’s animals did so while 
Hoover was in the house. “They could have 
harmed my daughter or me,” he told the B.A.R., 
“and we wouldn’t have even known they were 
there until it was too late.” 

Outraged neighbors reported seeing three men 
around the ages of 18-20 in “skinhead” dress and 
haircuts, watching the house from an old Ford or 
Chevy pickup on the street at about 5:30 or 6 p.m. 
Their behavior was odd enough, in fact, that one 
neighbor wrote down the license plate number. 

Hoover called the Davis Police Department and 
officer Robert G. Beronio arrived shortly to take 
the report. According to Hoover, his requests to 
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Larry Hoover holds one of his prize-winning 
chinchilla rabbits. Four were killed in a May 
14 “skinhead” attack. 


have the area dusted for fingerprints were dis¬ 
missed with the comment “you can’t get prints off 
of cages.” 

Larry is angry at what has happened to his 
daughter and the sense of peace and sanctuary of 
his home. “The ordinary life of this family has 
been taken away,” he said. “This has substantially 
changed our lives as a family. We never had the 
need for alarms and now we’ve been out buying 
dowels and locks - the very thought of which 
causes a level of personal anxiety. 

“I’m mad that my daughter is afraid to be alone 
in her own house - this is a kid who asked to go to 
the Willie Brown hearings on domestic partners; 
she’s the one who begged to go to the March on 
Washington - and now she’s terrified of what will 
happen to me because I’m gay. 

“You bet I’m mad. Dammit, my kid and her 
space have been violated.” 

He is also upset because, despite having pro¬ 
vided the police with a license number, he has had 
no progress report on the crime. After he got over 
the initial shock. Hoover decided to report the 
break-in as a hate crime. Regardless of his com¬ 
munity leadership, he found himself screaming 
details of the crime to a bored police functionary 
through a jjole in a glass partition at the police sta¬ 
tion. > 

“I said, ‘I want to report a hate crime,”’ he 
recounted, “and she responded, ‘I don’t know who 
does that,’ so I told her who it was and she said, 
‘He’s in training. I’ll give him the message.’ 

“I’ve yet to be called or contacted.” 

Ever since the attack, Mary is afraid to be in the 
house alone. When she is there, every light in the 
house is blazing, as if she can fend off attackers 
with light. 

She later wrote a composition for her school, in 
which she described what she felt when she went 
into the garage: “I stared at them. His poor babies. 
The first one had its mouth open, with two tiny 
teeth jutting out. It looked like it was gasping for 
breath. But God, who would kill a bunny? 

“I looked up at him, my Dad. Was this the 
beginning? A warning for him? - How could any¬ 
one do this to him? - Jesus, they came into our 
garage while he was here, while he was watching 
TV in the living room. - What if they go further? 
What would my daddy do, would he be able to 
fight or try to escape? Later that night I was too 
scared to sleep so I sat up between my mother and 
stepfather all night, tense and worried. ... 

“What if we found him dead, crumpled, stran¬ 
gled on the floor tomorrow morning. I couldn’t 
handle it. There is so much more to us. That’s why 
it’s hard to think, to understand how someone 
could take the tiny life of a rabbit or the life of a 
big, gentle guy like my dad. 

“Oh god. I’m not religious at all,” she wrote, 
“but please God, protect him.” ▼

with everybody else.” 

The event will also feature 
the presentation of the first 
annual “TAM Outstanding 
Lesbian or Gay Mentor/Role 
Model Award” to San 
Francisco resident Rawley 
Farnsworth. 

Farnsworth, a gay man, is 
the former Oakland Technical 
High School acting teacher 
extolled as a gay role model by 
superstar Tom Hanks during 
this year’s Academy Awards 
presentations. Although Hanks 
has been invited to present the 
award in person, it is “very 
unlikely” that he will attend the 
event because of scheduling 
conflicts, Skettle said. 

The event is expected to 
draw an estimated 600 people, 
although Skettle said that “all 
bets are off’ if Hanks can 
change his schedule to attend. 

Skettle and the TAM board 
of directors hope the Town Hall 
meeting, meant to be a kick-off 
fundraiser for the newly- 
formed TAM, will inject some 
political activism into the les¬ 
bian and gay community in 
what is often perceived as a 
well-to-do but dull bedroom 
county, Skettle said. 

The evening event begins at 
8 p.m. in the Fine Arts Theatre 
at the College of Marin campus 
in Kentfield, California. Tickets 
are $20. 

A buffet and reception for 
Frank, Woolsey, and other par¬ 
ticipants will be held at the 
home of California Assembly¬ 
woman Vivian Bronshvag.

edged. “And we may gain 
some. It works both ways.” 

The national organization 
which was founded in 1929 has 
an estimated 24,(XX) members in 
115 chapters around the country. 

The group was organized to 
represent the interests and con¬ 
cerns and to advocate for the 
civil 
rights of 
Ameri¬ 
cans of 
Jap¬ 
anese 
ances¬ 
try. The 
JACL 
already 
has pre¬ 
viously 
adopted 
non-dis¬ 
crimi¬ 
nation 
policies in its constitution that 
include sexual orientation. 

“I believe that the resolution 
supporting same-sex marriages 
gives more meaning to our consti¬ 
tution,” Hayashino said. “It really 
is a historic decision and I’m very 
proud of where it ended.” 

According to Cianna 
Pamintuan Stewart of the Gay 


Asian Pacific Alliance 
Community HIV Project , 
speakers during the conven¬ 
tion’s floor debate included J. 
Craig Fong of Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund, 
openly gay former JACL chap¬ 
ter presidents Tak Yamamoto 
and May Yamamoto, and others. 

The resolution was present¬ 
ed to the National Board last 
February by National Vice 
President of Public Affairs 
William Kaneko, after his 
Honolulu chapter sent a letter 
of support to the Hawaii 
Supreme Court about the 
Baehr v. Lewin case, in which 
the court ruled there was no 
constitutional reason to prohib¬ 
it same-sex marriages. 

The Salt Lake City-based 
Mt. Olympus chapter had put 
forward the measure to rescind 
the resolution. 

After the resolution passed, 
members also adopted an emer¬ 
gency resolution supporting the 
concept of domestic partner¬ 
ship and the formation of a 
committee exploring the issue. 

Other groups supporting the 
national board’s adoption of the 
resolution included the National 
Asian Pacific Lesbian and 
Bisexual Women’s Network, the 
Japanese American Bar 
Association, and the Gay Asian 
and Pacific Support Network of 
Los Angeles. ▼

Atovaquone has been shown to be safe and effective 
for the treatment of mild to moderate Pneumocystis 
carinii pneumonia (PCP) and is available for those 
who are intolerant to Trimethoprim Sulfamethoxazole 
(Septra or Bactrim).

Unity Expo: A “Dream 
Market” Match Between 
Queers and Corporate America

Back when Ross Perot captured the imagina¬ 
tion of grassroots voters anxious for a real change 
in government, Debra Olson rushed to the fore to 
make sure Perot did not discriminate against les¬ 
bians and gays. 

“Diversity is one of this country’s greatest 
strengths,” Perot said officially after one Olson- 
arranged meeting with prominent gays. “No one 
should have to lie about who they are, no one 
should have to live his life in secrecy. We must 
unite and utilize the talent of all our great citi¬ 
zens.” 

Olson, a Los Angeles-based lesbian real estate 
financier, is still working on the “total transforma¬ 
tion” of America through grassroots organizing, as 
she described her dream to the Bay Area Reporter 
in 1992. But the venue has changed: instead of 
politics, it’s the marketplace. Instead of picking 
one issue and pushing and pushing for possible 
political votes, she is educating on many levels 
about many issues in one place where people live. 
And this time her dream has come to fruition as 
Unity Expo: A Celebration of Gay & Lesbian 
Culture. 

Actually Unity Expo was the original brain¬ 
child of San Francisco expo-experts Renee Burke 
and John Foley, thirtysomethings who have pro¬ 
duced 50 major expos around the country in the 
past five years. They felt the time and opportunity 
was ripe to create a similar mainstream marketing 
enterprise targeting the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty, Olson explained over lunch recently. Burke and 
Foley approached Olson and Los Angeles lesbian 
activist Leigh Fortier to help them build the Unity 
Foundation, which would put the expo on a 
national tour and help raise money and awareness 
for local gay, lesbian, and AIDS organizations. 
The expo affords an opportunity for heterosexuals 
to find out about and sell to the gay community 
and for the diverse gay community to meet and 
strategize with each other. 

“I wouldn’t have put my own credibility on the 
line if I didn’t think Renee knew the expo busi¬ 
ness.” Olson said. “My gut says that this is an 
excellent next step for the community. I look at the 
big picture: my passion is about linking everyone 
together and creating a synergy of energy among 
the diverse people in our community. 

“It’s wonderful that we’ve come together in 
social institutions such as bars and 12-step meet¬ 
ings and fun organizations. It’s wonderful that 
we’ve created these valuable 
organizations out of the need to 
fight AIDS or gay-bashing or to 
keep our children. But now we 
need to come together in a posi¬ 
tive way to affirm and expand 
who we are. We need to become 
lesbian and gay entrepreneurs,” 

Olson says, “to ensure and 
demonstrate our freedom and 
promote a more accurate aware¬ 
ness of who we are.” 

To this end, the Unity Expo in 
San Francisco will donate a por¬ 
tion of the entertainment proceeds to five local 
non-profit organizations including GLAAD/San 
Francisco Bay Area and the Lesbian Health Fund, 
a project of San Francisco-based American 
Association of Physicians for Human Rights. A 
national advisory board decides how the grants 
and donations are distributed. 

But make no mistake - this is also big business. 
Unity Expo has already lined up such corporate 
sponsors as Capitol Records, Fruitopia (a Minute 
Maid/Coca Cola drink product), American 
Airlines, IDS American Express, Miller Brewing, 
Ben & Jerry’s Ice Cream, SKYY Vodka, Blue 
Cross of California, Bacardi, Nordic Track, 
Nordstrom, and Calistoga Water, as well as les- 
bian\gay sponsors such as Olivia Cruises. They 
will also be holding a year-end raffle with a car 
and cruises as prizes. 

Corporate America is catching on that lesbians 
and gays buy products from companies that sup¬ 
port the community and are usually brand-loyal, 
says Olson, now Unity Foundation’s executive 
director. But the relationship should not stop at the 
cash register or the end of the expo. Unity 
Foundation’s Fortier, who has had much experi¬ 
ence educating the Hollywood community about

various “causes” through the Creative Coalition, 
will work as an arbitrator between lesbian/gay 
organizations and mainstream companies to medi¬ 
ate difficulties and educate companies to “do the 
right thing.” 

“We’re being very careful about approaching 
companies for sponsorship,” says Olson. “We 
don’t want people who are really gay-unfriendly 
but are pretending to be gay-friendly to market to 
our consumer base. Of course this gets very com¬ 
plicated because there are many strategies and lev¬ 
els to bringing a company along and educating 
them about who we really are. For instance, if a 
corporate America company doesn’t like the gay 
community but acts gay-friendly and supports the 
Unity Expo - it actually works in our favor 
because it tells the world they support us. In that 
way we’re really marketing to corporate America. 

“I’m interested in linking the straight and gay 
communities - that’s the reason we call it Unity,” 
says Olson. “If we invite straight America to 
observe a gay teen panel and hear 
P-FLAG talk about how homo¬ 
phobia is exactly like racism, they 
join us in this environment and 
dialogue with us, and their igno¬ 
rance and fear will dissolve and 
hopefully will be replaced with 
acceptance. Then we can move 
together into the future to work on 
real problems facing humanity.” 
There will be over 300 gay and 
gay-friendly exhibitors under the 
Unity Expo banner at San 
Francisco’s Fashion Design 
Center this Saturday and Sunday, August 13 and 
14. But the big draws should be the famous 
speakers and celebrity line-up. For instance. Dr. 
Barbara DeAngelis is hot hot hot on the relation¬ 
ship scoreboard with a national hit infotainment 
TV half-hour and a best-selling book. 

Also featured are Dr. Mel White, the former 
ghost writer for Jerry Falwell who’s now an open¬ 
ly gay preacher in the world’s largest gay church 
in Dallas; body-builders and marriage-inspirers 
Rod and Bob Jackson-Paris; gay brain scientist 
Dr. Simon LeVay; famed plumed writer Quentin 
Crisp; AIDS expert and Victory Fund co-chair Dr. 
Scott Hitt; PFLAG/national’s Mitzi Henderson; 
Apple Computer’s Elizabeth Birch; GLAAD’s 
Donna Red Wing; and Martina’s ex, Judy Nelson, 
among others. 

Performers and celebrities include actor/pho¬ 
tographer Roddy McDowell, Amy Madigan, “Out 
for Laughs Live” with Judy Carter, Pussy Tourette 
and others, and director Valerie Landsburg’s 
Tolerance: A Performance Art Show with John 
Fleck and Rachel Rosenthal. T

S.E Queers Say 
Cuba’s a Drag —Party!

Two San Francisco lesbians 
who recently returned from 
Cuba, where they spent a week 
with four other U. S. lesbian 
and gay activists, report an 
enormous improvement in 
friendliness and openness on 
the part of Cuban society 
toward the gay/lesbian commu¬ 
nity. 

The group voiced strong 
opposition to the continued 
U. S, economic blockade of 
Cuba and other policies which, 
they said, cause widespread 
suffering and direct harm to the 
Cuban people. 

“It was really a hard trip for 
me personally, said Lauri 
Irving, 34, who represented 
Lesbians and Gays of African 
Descent for Democratic Action 
(LGADDA) on the visit. “A lot 
of feelings came up for me 
there. I came back furious at 
our government because of all 
the bullshit information about 
Cuba and what’s going on 
there. 

‘They’ve done so much with 
so little for so long, and we’ve 
done so little with so much for 
so long,’’ she said, comparing 
Cuba to the U. S. 

Using homelessness as an 
example, Irving said, “We have 
hemmed and hawed and 
dragged our feet, while they fill 
the need. They put their money 
where their mouth is.’’ 

Irving and Catherine 
Murphy, 25, of Queers for 
Cuba, both emphasized that 
Cuba, largely due to the col¬ 
lapse of the Soviet Union, is in 
a major economic crisis, similar 
to that experienced by the U. S. 
during the Great Depression of 
the 1930s. 

“It’s the high point of 
hypocrisy to continue an illegal 
and immoral blockade [against 
Cuba],’’ Irving said. “It’s racist 
and pandering to a small 
wealthy community in Florida.’’ 

She was joined in this senti¬ 
ment by Jorge Cortinas, pro¬ 
gram director for the 
International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission in 
San Francisco. He departed the 
morning of Thursday, August 4 
for the International AIDS 
Conference in Yokohama, 
Japan. Prior to his flight he 
issued a statement calling for an

end of the 33-year-old U. S. 
embargo against the Caribbean 
island nation. “The cold war is 
over, and continuing to isolate 
Cuba is inhumane and only 
makes the work of progressive 
sectors in Cuban society more 
difficult,” Cortinas said. 

Murphy, who speaks 
Spanish, first went to Cuba two 
years ago. “In the short period 
of time that I’ve been going 
there I’ve seen so much 
improvement and openness on 
the parts of Cuban society 
toward the gay community,” 
she told the B.A.R. 

She gave as an example a 
public theater piece in Havana 
that retold the story of Romeo 
and Juliet, but in this version 
Romeo and Juliet were both 
men, and there were scenes of 
full nudity and sexual contact 
throughout. It drew none of the 
fundy ire that gay artists rou¬ 
tinely face in this country. 

In Havana they visited gay 
house parties held on week¬ 
ends. The public parties in pri¬ 
vate horpes are held in lieu of 
gay/lesbian bars, and drew 200- 
300 who paid an admission fee 
equivalent to the price of a pack 
of cigarettes (10 Cuban pesos). 

Havana has recently experi¬ 
enced a “huge rebirth of drag 
shows and culture,” they say; 
the American group went to a 
public drag show on a neigh¬ 
borhood street, an elaborately 
staged cabaret-type event with 
music and special lighting . The 
audience, consisting of neigh¬ 
borhood residents - the majori¬ 
ty of which were straight fami¬ 
lies - was totally supportive of 
the festivities and would have 
liked for it to continue every 
night, Irving and Murphy said. 


“We were floored.” 

The six gay and lesbian 
U. S. activists visited an AIDS 
sanatorium near Havana, went 
to a gay beach, and met with 
Cuban lesbian and gay activists 
and artists as well as academic 
and government organizations. 

Irving will return to Havana 
in November, as an educator, 
for the Black Women’s Race 
and Health Conference. 

Another group trip to Cuba 
is planned by Queers for Cuba 
in December, and anyone can 
apply to go. However, the trip 
will cost each person about 
$1,000, and government restric¬ 
tions are numerous. Interested

Two Weekends 
In Hell 

Experienced by Jerry Sloan 

Translated by Marghe Covino of Project Tocsin 

In the next few columns Jerry Sloan relates his impressions as an 
undercover eyewitness, observing the power brokers and the money 
changers of the radical religious right as they congregated to justi¬ 
fy the christianizing of America, first at James Kennedy's 
Reclaiming America Conference in Ft. Lauderdale, Florida on 
January 21st to the 23rd, and then at the 50th anniversary meeting 
of the National Association of Religious Broadcasters in 
Washington D.C.from January 28th to February 1. 


Part I: Weekend One 

Pat Robertson, Dan Quayle, 
Oliver North, William Bennett, 
Ed Meese, Charles Colson, 
Jean Kirkpatrick, Gary Bauer, 
D. James Kennedy, Lou 
Sheldon, David Barton, John 
Ankerberg, Randall Terry, Tim 
& Beverly LaHaye, James 
Dobson, George Grant, Robert 
Simonds, Benny Hinn .... The 
list of names could go on into 
the hundreds. And for two 
back-to-back weekends I was 
in the midst of all of them, the 
elite, the sour creme de la 
creme of the radical religious 
right. 

The convener 
of the first gather¬ 
ing, the 

Reclaiming 
America 
Conference, was 
Reverend Doctor 
D. James 

Kennedy, the pas¬ 
tor of the 7000- 
plus member 
Coral Ridge 
Presbyterian 
Church whose 
services can be 
seen “on TV 
screens all over 
the world brought 
to you by the 
Coral Ridge 
Ministries.” It is a 
beehive of activi¬ 
ty with worldwide tentacles. 

The church plant is striking. 
The main building’s spire 
shoots up over ten stories into 
the air. At dark it is bathed in 
light, so that it dominates the 
night sky. The main building is 
flanked by buildings that are 
smaller versions of the main 
one. In front of the main build¬ 
ing is a fountain with the 
inscription, “Let him that is 
thirsty come and drink.” Inside, 
striking stained glass in modem 
design, combined with the sil¬ 
ver colored ranks of the pipe 
organ, dominate the front of the 
sanctuary. All of the beauty, 
inside and out, does not make 
up for ugliness of the bigotry 
which emanates from this 
place! 

Kennedy’s church is affiliat¬ 
ed with the “Presbyterian 
Church in America,” a small 
denomination with about 1200 
churches in this country, but 
many more in foreign coun¬ 
tries. Because it has such a 
small number of churches the 
denomination might be consid¬ 
ered insignificant; however, 
when one understands that - in 
addition to Kennedy - its cler¬ 
gy includes Louis Sheldon of 
the Traditional Values 
Coalition; Jay Grimstead of the 
Coalition On Revival; Rousas 
John Rushdoony of Chalcedon, 
Inc., chief apologist/architect/ 
theologian of the Christian 
Reconstructionist movement; 
Joseph Morecraft of the 
Counsel of Chalcedon, a leader 


in the home schooling move¬ 
ment; and Gary North, writer 
and Christian Reconstructionist 
apologist - it’s obvious the reli¬ 
gious group is anything but 
insignificant. 

In fact, the conference was a 
mixture of fundamentalist 
Christianity, flag waving and 
nationalism, politics and homo¬ 
phobia, high tech Telstar satel¬ 
lites, state of the art computer 
programs/equipment for track¬ 
ing contributors and duplicat¬ 
ing audio/visual tapes, and bla¬ 
tant schemes to take over the 
country. 

I should have been prepared 
for the tone of the conference, 
and in a way, I 
was; my sojourn 
into the “belly of 
the beast” known 
as the religious 
right started with 
a flight delayed 
by good old 
Sacramento fog. 
It caused me to 
miss flight con¬ 
nections from 
Dallas, but set 
me up for an 
enlightening 
encounter. 

During the three- 
hour delay at the 
Dallas airport as 
I waited for the 
next flight to Ft. 
Lauderdale, I 
noticed a man whose briefcase 
had one of Pat Robertson’s 700 
Club stickers on it. I asked if 
he was on the way to the 
Reclaiming America 

Conference, he answered affir¬ 
matively, and we started con¬ 
versing. As it turned out, he 
was a missionary on furlough 
in the U.S. from his assignment 
in Europe. He told me he had 
been a missionary for over 30 
years, assigned through the 
years to many of the world’s 
political hot spots, such as 
Uganda, Kenya, and South 
Africa. Now he was assigned to 
what appears to be another set 
of hot spot countries: the 
Ukraine, Hungary, and 
Bulgaria. 

As we discussed the many 
places he had been assigned, 
the way things had changed 
in the U.S., and the need for 
America to return to its tradi¬ 
tional values, this former 
missionary to Kenya said to 
me, “You know, maybe we 
need to listen to some of 
these white supremacists. I 
think they have some good 
ideas.” 

He then launched into a 
tirade about homosexuals, 
quotas, and how white men 
had fewer opportunities than 
minorities and women in 
today’s society. 

Unfortunately, his was only 
the first of many similar racist, 
sexist, and homophobic tirades 
I was to hear in the next 12 
days. ▼

Security Clearance 
Survey Project Underway

The National Organization of Gay and Lesbian Scientists 
and Technical Professionals (NOGLSTP) is making an 
effort to document cases of discrimination against lesbian 
and gay people in the federal security clearance process. 

The organization wants to hear from people who have 
had experiences in this area. 

Rochelle Diamond, NOGLSTP chair, in a telephone 
interview with the Bay Area Reporter from her office in 
Pasadena, said several thousand survey forms had been sent 
to interested people all over the nation. 

Essentially, the organization is seeking to determine 
whether thinp have gotten better since the start of the 
Clinton Administration. 

NOGLSTP is incorporated in the State of California as a 
non-profit educational organization. Diamond said. The 
organization reaches a gay/lesbian/bisexual membership of 
about 800. It is for people employed or interested in scien¬ 
tific or high tech fields. NOGLSTP works closely with the 
federal gay and lesbian employees’ organization. 

In the past, NOGLSTP has documented cases of dis¬ 
crimination against gays and lesbians employed in the gov¬ 
ernment-contracted high technology industries. 

NOGLSTP is recognized as the only gay/lesbian affiliate 
of the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science. The world’s largest scientific association granted 
NOGLSTP affiliation last February in San Francisco, 
Diamond told the B.A.R. 

The General Accounting Office (GAO) of Congress is 
currently investigating discrimination based on sexual ori¬ 
entation in security clearance processing. The GAO has 
asked for NOGLSTP’s assistance in documentation of the 
discrimination against lesbian and gay people in the securi¬ 
ty clearance process or related work promotions. The GAO 
wants to know if attitudes and outcomes have changed in 
the fast few years. 

A four-page survey questionnaire has been sent 
statewide and nationwide. Completed surveys are requested 
back by August 15. The survey is anonymous— that is, 
none of the information will identify the employee or the 
employer. T

’94 Monterey Bay Walk 
for AIDS Takes Shape

Take a walk near beautiful Monterey Bay on 
October 8 and join hundreds of other people in 
raising $100,000 for ten non-profit AIDS-related 
agencies. 

A major fundraising effort still in the planning 
stages, the Monterey Bay Walk for AIDS will actu¬ 
ally have two walk sites. 

One, in Santa Cruz, will start and end in San 
Lorenzo Park, near downtown, according to Kellie 
Allyn, development director for the Santa Cruz 
AIDS Project. The other, in Monterey , will start 
and end at Monterey High School. 

The event will be team focused this year, Allyn 
said in a brief interview with the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

As of last Thursday, 71 teams had signed up. 
The teams will compete to see who can raise the 
most money for use in the AIDS battle, Allyn said. 


Teams will include major area corporations 
such as Borland, Seagate, and Santa Cruz 
Operations. Teams from smaller firms, such as 
The Blue Lagoon, a local gay bar, will also be 
fielded. 

Last year the Monterey Bay Walk for AIDS 
raised $83,000, according to Allyn. This year the 
goal is $100,000. 

Two of the major benefactors will be the Santa 
Cruz AIDS Project and the Monterey County 
AIDS Project, Allyn indicated. Eight other local 
agencies which have AIDS-related services as part 
of their varied programs will also benefit. 

Meetings for volunteers are scheduled in Santa 
Cruz County tonight, August 11, and on Monday, 
September 12 at 5:30 p.m. at the Santa Cruz AIDS 
Project headquarters. For more information about 
the walk or volunteer opportunities call (408) 427- 
3900 in Santa Cruz or (408) 394-4747 in 
Monterey. T

NGLTF Tbrnover Continues: 
Two More Departures

The National Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF) continues to implode with a hemorrhage 
of personnel. Latest to join the exodus is communi¬ 
cation director David Smith and board volunteer co¬ 
chair Elizabeth 
Birch, who 
stepped down July 
15. Three other 
employees were 
dismissed in June. 
Birch told the 
NGLTF board that 
increased job 
responsibilities led 
to the decision. 
Bylaws preclude a 
third consecutive 
term by board 
members; she 
would have been 
forced to step 
down in two 
months when her 
current term 
would have 
expired. Birch is 
traveling in Peru until September and unavailable 
for comment. 

Deborah Johnson-Rolon, a consultant in diversi¬ 
ty training and human resources of Aptos, 
California, near Santa Cruz, has been named to 
replace Birch as co-chair. 

One report laid Birch’s resignation to disagree¬ 
ments with executive director Peri Jude Radecic 
over management of NGLTF. “That is absolutely 
not true at all,” said Radecic. Co-chair Christopher 
Collins and spokesman Smith concurred. They 


thought that any disagreements between the two 
women were nothing out of the ordinary and did not 
contribute to Birch’s decision. 

One rumor circulating is that Birch has 
expressed interest in being considered to succeed 
Tim McFeeley as paid executive director of the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund. Under this theory, 
she moved up the date of her departure from the 
NGLTF board to avoid any appearance of conflict 
of interest in being considered for the other job. 

Smith lays his move to “an opportunity that pre¬ 
sented itself, and I chose to move forward with it.” 
He will start immediately as a consultant to Emily’s 
List, a political action committee that supports pro- 
choice Democratic women running for Congress. 

He had served as director of communications at 
the Gay and Lesbian Community Services Center in 
Los Angeles, and last year in the short term coalition 
The Campaign for Military Service. 

Torie Osborn, Smith’s former boss in Los 
Angeles, brought him with her to the Task Force 
when she was named executive director. He started 
almost a year ago and lasted twice as long in his 
position as Osborn did in hers. 

Osborn’s girlfriend, Ellen Malcolm, runs 
Emily’s List. When asked if Osborn “had put in a 
good word,” Smith responded, “It had absolutely 
nothing to do with her.” 

Underlying these moves is the continued finan¬ 
cial plight of NGLTF. Contributions swelled during 
the previous fiscal year in light of community 
enthusiasm generated by the Clinton campaign and 
the first few months of the military fight. Income 
exceeded expectations. 

NGLTF took that growth and projected yet a 
third more income on top. The result was a current 
operating budget initially approved at $4.3 million, 
which was cut to $3.4 million at the board meeting 
in January and to $3.1 million in May. ▼

Appearances Can Be Deceiving: 

IVansient Leaves 
HRCFHalfa 
Million Bucks

In a move that surprised even the executor of his will, an 
extremely closeted gay man who lived most of his life in a 
transient hotel in Portland, Oregon, left an estate worth more 
than a half-million dollars to gay and lesbian causes, includ¬ 
ing a $400,000 farm bequeathed to the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund. 

Although the man, John James Vasey, died two years ago 
of leukemia, the estate was only recently finalized in probate 
and the deed to the farm transferred to HRCF, said Gregory 
King, a spokesman for the organization. HRCF is in the 
process of selling the property; the donation is one of the 
largest in the history of the gay and lesbian movement. 

Jerry Weller, a longtime gay and lesbian rights activist in 
Portland, and the executor of Vasey’s will, said that Vasey, 
who was about 70 when he died, had bought the 148-acre 
farm in southern Jacksonville, Ill., in the 1950s and apparent¬ 
ly lived off the meager profits of the property, which was man¬ 
aged by a local bank. 

Vasey, who never met Weller, chose him as executor of his 
will in the early 1980s on the advice of attorney William 
Shepherd, the founder of Parents of Gays in Oregon and about 
whom Vasey had read in the local gay press. 

Weller, who served as executive director of the Howard 
Brown Memorial Clinic in Chicago from 1984-85, said that 
although he was aware he had been named executor, “I just 
assumed I would go clean out a transient hotel room and 
throw away some pornographic material before the family 
arrived. I had kind of forgotten about it until he died. All of I 
sudden I found out there was all this money and land.” 

Vasey’s earthly possessions fit neatly into seven suitcases, 
Weller said; but in addition to those belongings - which were 
mostly old clothes - Weller learned Vasey had left $250,000 
in cash, which he earmarked for a gay and (esbian youth coun¬ 
seling center Weller founded, as well as of the farm in Illinois, 
left to the Gay Rights National Lobby (which, since the time 
his will was written, has merged with HRCF). 

‘This is an extraordinary act of generosity,” said Tim 
McFeeley, HRCF executive director. “His financial support 
will enable us to continue the fight to end discrimination and 
secure full equality for lesbian and gay Americans.” 

King said HRCF’s annual budget, comprised entirely of 
contributions, is currently $8.5 million. 

The details about Vasey’s life remain sketchy, Weller said. 
From reading Vasey’s notebooks and talking to a few distant 
cousins with whom Vasey had completely lost contact, Weller 
discovered that Vasey had an extremely unhappy childhood, 
and remained closeted throughout his life. He grew up in the 
Jacksonville area and joined the Navy immediately after grad¬ 
uating from high school, just as World War II was beginning, 
Weller said. He never moved back. 

In Portland, he lived at the Jack London Hotel, and had no 
friends. “He kept very much to himself,” Weller said. After he 
was diagnosed with leukemia in the early 1980s, he eventual¬ 
ly moved to Seattle to be near the highly regarded veterans 
hospital there. He wrote his will before moving, Weller said. 

“I think it’s fascinating,” Weller said. “He’s created a little 
niche of mystery in our gay history in a sense.” ▼

Brothers Reach Out 
to Transgendered

Transgendered persons - 
both male to female and female 
to male - who are seeking sup¬ 
port and resources are invited to 
attend a weekly support group 
sponsored by The Brothers 
Network. 

Other services offered by the 
Network include HIV education 
and risk reduction, hormonal 
education and direct referrals, 
substance abuse counseling and 
monthly outings for transgen¬ 
dered people of color. 

The agency also conducts 
outreach to the transgendered 
conununity in homeless shel¬ 
ters, bars, and on the street in 
the Tenderloin. 

According to Jealousy 
Jiggetts, the group’s co-facilita- 
tor, the group will be an impor¬ 
tant resource for members of a 
community which faces preju¬ 
dice and a dearth of services. 

“I’m sure that of you are 
transgender, you are aware of 
the prejudice that is shown to 
our community,’’ Jiggetts said. 
“Services available to gay men 
are not necessarily available to 
transgender people.’’ 

Jiggetts, Miss Gay San 
Francisco 1994, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that although an 
accurate estimate of the trans¬ 
gendered population in San 
Francisco is hard to come by, 
there are “many variations,’’ and 
the agency is doing substantial 
outreach in the Tenderloin 
because that is where the 
agency is located - and where 


many transsexual venues are. 

Jiggetts said that the agency 
has also just initiated outreach 
to transgendered people who are 
incarcerated to inform them of 
services and resources available 
upon their release from jail. 

The agency also networks 
with other social and human 
service agencies such as 
Tenderloin AIDS Resource 
Center and other groups through 
the Bay Area including 
Oakland, Jiggetts said. 

“The group is needed. We 
want to let people know of 
agencies that provide them help 
and to provide support. There 
are just so many aspects about 
being transgendered and trying 
to survive in day to day life,’’ 
she said. 

According to Doris 
Robinson, the agency’s 
Transgender Services Co-ordi¬ 
nator, transgender people are a 
“minority at the bottom of the 
ladder.’’ 

“We have nothing. No legis¬ 
lation, no guidelines, no restric¬ 
tions to prejudice, no protection. 
There have been many conflicts 
and misunderstandings,’’ 
Robinson said in a statement 
about the group. 

The group, which targets 
transgendered people of color, 
will be on-going. ▼

Durbin Implicated 
in Embezzlement

A former president of the 
Tavern Guild has returned to 
San Francisco after he alleged¬ 
ly embezzled almost $19,{XK) 
from the Inter-Club Fund, a 
charity set up to assist members 
of Bay Area gay leather motor¬ 
cycle clubs who have been 
injured or who are ill. 

Jan Durbin, treasurer of the 
ICF since 1987, gave police a 
complete statement acknowl¬ 
edging the theft and has offered 
restitution, ICF chair Jack 
Goodall confirmed to the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

The charity account has a 
current balance of $231.93. 

According to Goodall, the 
discovery of the embezzlement 
of the ICF funds began to 
unfold on July 28, when he 
received two calls from grant 
recipients who had tried to cash 
ICF checks and were told the 
account did not have sufficient 
funds. According to Goodall, 
the two checks had totaled an 
estimated $3,500. 

Goodall said he tried to con¬ 
tact Durbin to tell him there 
was a problem, but the treasur¬ 
er couldn’t be reached. 

“There was an announce¬ 
ment on his machine that said 
he’d gone to San Francisco 
General Hospital because he 
was HIV-positive and receiving 
radiation treatment for bone 
cancer,’’ Goodall said. But a 
check of SFGH records 
revealed that Durbin was not a 


patient there, and a decision 
was made to contact police 
about the theft and Durbin’s 
missing person status, Goodall 
told the B.A.R. 

Durbin later called and left a 
message on Goodall’s machine, 
followed by a letter saying that 
although he had fled, he was 
returning to take responsibility 
for the embezzlement. 

Durbin returned to San 
Francisco on Saturday, August 
6. He also reportedly returned 
several hundred dollars, taken 
from Aunt Charlie’s Lounge on 
Turk Street, where he had 
wored as a swamper. 

The revelations of the 
alleged embezzlement are 
sending shock waves through 
the leather community and 
Tavern Guild membership. 

“I really couldn’t tell you 
what happened. I have no idea 
what he got caught up in,’’ said 
Aunt Charlie’s Lounge manag¬ 
er Chuck Hempling. Hempling, 
who also manages the P.S. on 
Polk Street, confirmed that 
Durbin took funds from Aunt 
Charlie’s, but said he had made 
complete restitution. 

Goodall said the ICF is com¬ 
piling its records from 1987 for 
a complete review to determine 
the extent of the thefts before it 
turns them over to the District 
Attorney’s office for action. 

ICF has instituted new 
auditing procedures to prevent 
future embezzlements and will 
change its bylaws to institute 
new term limits for officers.

out that this group is especially vulnerable to 
suicidal impulses, drug and alcohol abuse, and 
HIV infection. MacNeill is a facilitator for the 
Sexual Identity Forum, an effort subsidized by 
the public-private agency Youth and Family 
Assistance, and which meets weekly in the 
Community Living Room in San Mateo. 

With her were Jessica and Daniel, young peo¬ 
ple concerned with the welfare of themselves 
and their peers as emerging gay people. Daniel 
recounted a history of needing acceptance of an 
understanding person so badly that he joined 
with another youth in burglarizing houses - just 
because that person was the only person who 
would accept him. Jessica urged expansion of 
such facilities as the Community Living Room 
to meet more kids’ needs. 

In the small group deliberations on gay 
youth problems, it turned out that the eight peo¬ 
ple involved had highly disparate backgrounds 
and concerns, ranging from John, a truck driver 
who was raped by a 45-year-old man when he 
was 13, to Shawn, a seasoned professional new 
in this area from San Diego, who has had sub¬ 
stantial experience in dealing with gay youth. 
Shawn reported that in his role as youth helper 
he at one time received 50 calls from coun¬ 
selors who were puzzled and disturbed over 
what to do for their young gay clients. 

As the discussion in this group shifted from 
experiences to greatest needs, the following 
line-up formed; How can access be improved? 
Of what help can career centers be? How 
should training of counselors be conducted? 
What can be done to overcome cultural limita¬ 
tions? How can role models for gay youth be 
provided? 

A reiterated need was for more and better 
centers in which gay youth could be together, 
such as the Billy de Frank Center in San Jose. 

In the wind-up session, each discussion 


group pooled its findings. The youth support 
group was first, adding to their already 
expressed concerns the need for better access to 
the resources extant in the communities now. 

From the equality group concentrating on 
better conditions for gays in the workplace, a 
coming-out suggestion was made by the chair¬ 
person, San Mateo businessman Alan Hurst: 
“Make the assumption that they already know!’’ 
A major recommendation was to work from 
within to create change. Hurst explained how 
that can work, by relating how he created poli¬ 
cy in a company for which he had previously 
worked, simply by drawing one up and then 
promoting it through the executive hierarchy. 

The visibility-culture group organized its 
recommendations into priority groups, with the 
last priority given as goals to strive for down the 
line. The group pointed to a prime need of sim¬ 
ply getting to know one another better through 
social affairs such as potlucks and picnics, with 
special interest groups, such as Front Runners, 
another effective socializing ploy. 

The San Mateo activists also recognized the 
value of group organizing for cultural affairs, 
such as play readings. A gay pride month was 
seen as an ideal - but not yet achievable. 

It was suggested that the groups started 
today could profit by association with their ear¬ 
lier counterparts in Palo Alto, but such amalga¬ 
mation was not pushed. 

Although each interest group made no defi¬ 
nite plans for follow-up meetings, concern did 
not abate. The activists agreed to a second 
meeting of the whole group within a three- to 
six-month period. 

In the meantime, all attendees were urged to 
leave addresses and telephone numbers and 
group leaders were asked to be available for 
information.

Defending the 
Faith: A Fantasy

I f Father Flaherty looked any more like Karl 
Malden, people would try to buy Traveler’s 
Checks from him. He had the florid com¬ 
plexion and bright red nose of a dedicated 
alcoholic, and his large gut bore testimony 
to a lifetime of good eating. All in all, he was the 
perfect picture of the old-fashioned Irish priest, 
but he was also rather low in the local church hier¬ 
archy and was frankly wondering why he’d been 
summoned to such a high-powered meeting, at 
which the archbishop himself was soon to appear. 
He didn’t get along all that well with the others 
present, and in particular. Monsignor Devlin, 
director of the boy’s chorale, seemed to be giving 
him the evil eye. 

Before he could figure out who among the hos¬ 
tile faces gathered to ask about what was up, the 
archbishop himself swept into the room, preceded 
by Father Ratfmger, his personal secretary and (it 
was rumored) a confidant of the pope himself. 
Some in the archdiocese wondered if Ratfmger 
wasn’t the one really 
in charge of local 
affairs. Certainly, he 
took control of the 
meeting promptly. The 
archbishop settled 
himself into the chair 
at the head of the table 
and nodded to his aide 
to begin. 

“We now convene 
this joint meeting of 
the Archdiocese of 
San Francisco and the 
Bay Area Committee 
for the Defense of the 
Faith,’’ Ratfmger 
intoned.

“The agenda is 
brief, and a bit unusu¬ 
al, but as you will see 
deals with affairs vital 
to the spiritual and 
financial well-being 
of the church on the 
West Coast,” 

Ratfmger continued. 

“Our first item is the 
admittance to the 
priesthood of the Reverend Thomas Woolsey, 
who has left the Episcopalian Church in protest 
of their recent policy change accepting women as 
priests. ” 

Father Francis, a saintly old priest at the foot of 
the table, nodded benignly. “I’m glad to see some 
of our wayward brethren finding their way to the 
True Faith. Certainly there’s no reason to deny his 
application,” he said. 

“Well, there is the fact that he’s married,” 
Ratfmger said with mild distaste. “But the pope 
has announced that this will be allowed for 
crossover Episcopalian priests,” 

There was a moment of stunned silence, after 
which Father Francis sputtered in protest. “It’s not 
our way, our usual way, at all! What will it do for 
our image?” he asked. 

Unholy lawsuit 

“Speaking of our image brings us to the second 
item on the agenda,” Ratfmger continued, “which 
is the 65 million dollar out-of-court settlement for 
numerous child molestation cases recently 
brought against the archdiocese.” 

Monsignor Devlin flared up at this. “Father, I 
don’t think we’ve handled these cases properly at 
all. The legal statute of limitations has run out on 
most of them, and I think we could beat the rap on 
the others if we could get the right jury,” 

Ratfmger glared at Devlin. “Perhaps, but we 
had to consider the public relations impact of such 
trials, whether we won or lost. The accusations 
about the boy’s school at Saint Sebastian’s and the 
rumors of hanky-panky concerning the boy’s 
chorale have cast a pall over the archdiocese. 
That’s why accepting a married priest and getting 


these scandals out of the papers is a good idea,” 
Ratfmger said. “By the way, monsignor, as you 
might have guessed, you are being relieved of 
your duties relating to the chorale. Father Flaherty 
will replace you,” 

Flaherty jolted at this. “1 don’t know anything 
about music!” he protested. “And I don’t like kids, 
particularly little boys,” he insisted. 

‘That’s your main qualification as far as we’re 
concerned,” Ratfmger said sourly. “God knows it 
wasn’t easy to find someone like you among this 
lot,” he concluded, glaring at the other priests 
gathered around the table, who studied the ceiling, 
the floor, their rings, or anything else to avoid 
meeting his inquisitorial gaze. 

Bigger than Jesus 

“But how are we to pay such a massive settle¬ 
ment?” asked Father Francis. 

“That brings us to item number three on the 
agenda,” Ratfmger answered brightly. “We pro¬ 
pose to close over a dozen local parish churches. 
Most were quake-damaged and would cost far too 
much to repair, and 
closing them will save 
us millions of dollars. 
Fortunately, we’re 
exempt from the usual 
regulations restricting 
the demolition of his¬ 
toric landmarks.” 

‘The parishioners 
will raise holy hell,” 
one priest comment¬ 
ed. 

“No doubt. And no 
doubt the local press 
will have a field day 
with it. But these 
parishioners just 
haven’t been pulling 
their weight financial¬ 
ly, and at least they 
can’t sue us over it, 
like all those ex-choir 
boys,” Ratfmger said. 
“Don’t forget the 
Archdiocese of New 
Mexico had to declare 
bankruptcy in order to 
make their out-of- 
court settlements. We 
have to avoid that 
here.” He paused and 
leafed through the 
notes in front of him. 
“There is, however, 
one possible alterna¬ 
tive: agenda item 
number four,” 

Ratfinger said. “A 
particular world-famous rock star has asked per¬ 
mission to take the orders and become a priest. Of 
course, he would contribute most of his fortune, 
which is considerable, to the church. In fact, if we 
accept this offer. His Holiness the Pope would 
become the owner of the copyright on virtually all 
the Beatles’ music.” Ratfmger couldn’t resist a 
small, grim smile. “That would be quite a twist on 
the group that once claimed to be ‘bigger than 
Jesus.’ ” 

There were murmurs of agreement around the 
table. “Why is such a rich man so anxious to take 
the orders?” asked Father Flaherty. 

“He’s had ... a bit of a scandal,” Ratfmger 
answered. “His advisors told him that his only 
way out was to become a priest or get married, 
and apparently he prefers the more spiritual solu¬ 
tion.” 

“Well, just who is this spiritual millionaire?” 
asked Monsignor Devlin, still in a foul mood. 

Ratfmger wilted and seemed to lose some of 
his iron-clad self-composure. “Michael Jackson,” 
he quavered. 

TTie archbishop stirred at the head of the table 
and spoke for the first time. “Maybe we should 
take a pass on this one,” he said slowly. “We’ve 
got enough problems of our own, and as I under¬ 
stand it, they already have a bimbo on tap for him 
to wed. 

“As it says in the Bible: ‘Truly, it is better to 
marry than to bum,”’ he concluded. 

“And better to settle out of court than go to 
trial,” Devlin muttered under his breath, but soft¬ 
ly. Because unless you are very, very high in the 
hierarchy, you don’t want to mess with the 
Spanish Inquisition. T

Castro area for crimes ranging 
from aggressive panhandling 
and petty theft to burglary and 
assault with a deadly weapon. 

“Crime is still here, but it’s 
not as bad as it was,’’ says Phil 
Hogan, the owner of Husbands, 
an 18th Street boutique. 

He was critical of some area 
merchants who he says “don’t 
really seem to care about the com¬ 
munity. They just want to make 
money from it. The situation 
down here would really turn 
around if every business signed up 
for the patrol special. We’d have 
police services 24 hours a day.” 

Stancombe says the private 
police effort has 65 merchants 
members, who receive the ser¬ 
vice for $5 a day. 

And while crime in the Cas¬ 
tro is a reality merchants must 
contend with, it’s relative, says 
Faerie Queene Chocolates 
owner Jeoffrey Douglas. 

When Douglas operated a 
shop in Union Square, he was 
robbed twice at gunpoint. 

“There’s a much safer feel¬ 
ing here. We’ve had some steal¬ 
ing but nothing by comparison 
to down there. There is not the 
apprehension we had there. I 
feel very relaxed in the Castro. 
Very safe,” he told the B.A.R. 

At press time, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned police have 
arrested an individual chaiged with 
several robberies in the Castro. 

According to SFPD Robbery 
Inspector Tom Vigo, the suspect 
may be the same person impli¬ 
cated in a series of recent rob¬ 
beries on Polk Street. 

The suspect was arrested fol¬ 
lowing an intensive police 
response and investigation into 
the Castro crime wave. T

Charles Busch Gets Back to Basics in New Show 

Drag 101

W hen Charles 
Busch hits his 
stride in his 
new one-man 
show at Josie’s 
Cabaret, it is easy to see how he 
achieved his minor cult status as 
the drag diva star and writer of 
such shows as Vampire 
Lesbians of Sodom and Psycho 
Beach Party. 

Wearing “straight” garb - 
straight for Busch anyway - a 
glittering, black, sleeveless 
blouse and black slacks (“I look 
like Judy Garland on her way to 
the Eagle!”), accented by slight 
but flattering make-up, Busch 
delivered himself unto his fans 


without his usual gowns, wigs 
and loads of Max Factor. The 
absence of accoutrement does 
not, however, stop Busch from 
doing what he does best. In 
between some sappy songs and 
some amusing novelty num¬ 
bers, Busch conjures up several 
drag personaes. And it’s in 
these moments that Busch’s 
cabaret show - his first in near¬ 
ly a decade - becomes the per¬ 
fect vehicle to show off what 
this star does best. 

Being a good gay performer, 
Busch begins his show with a 
“tribute” to Barbra Streisand. 
Written by Busch and Dick 
Gallagher, “I’ve Got Something 
She Ain’t Got” is Busch’s 
peppy way of providing a brief 
history of his career in compar¬ 
ison to la Streisand’s. The num¬ 
ber sets the tone for the evening 
by laying out the ingredients: a 
New York drag performer with 
a moderately pleasant voice 
who knows how to sell a num¬ 
ber with performance skills that 
go beyond the limits of the 
voice, a humorously self-depre¬ 
cating take on cult/drag star¬ 
dom, and rigid piano accompa¬ 
niment provided by Lucky Choi 
that is in no way a good match 
for Busch’s ebullient, old- 
school showmanship. 

After another novelty num¬ 
ber, this one a faux blues 
growler about the cable TV 
man, Busch pulls out one of his 


diva personaes and ignites the 
show. Plopped on top of the 
piano, Busch becomes a charac¬ 
ter actress in a ’40s B picture. 
Singing “Mr. Man of Mine” and 
interpolating bits of juicy dia- 
1 o g u e ,

material is to see a pro doing 
what he does best. Busch’s tal¬ 
ent is even more remarkable 
given the fact that he does not 
have any costumes to help him 
create his character. He relies 
solely on body language, voice 
and, most important, attitude. 
His other non-drag drag show¬ 
piece concerns Miriam 
Passman, a high school French 
teacher, performing her tribute 
to Edith Piaf. Busch is nothing 
short of hilarious in this finely 
detailed portrait of a dreadful 
singer whose neglected child¬ 
hood haunts her at every turn. 
By the time Miriam rips into 
“Je ne regret rien,” she’s

nection to the world, and its 
sole source of amusement out¬ 
side of each other, the games 
they play resemble typical TV 
fare. They imitate B movie 
characters and scenarios, sing 
the theme songs, and fashion 
clothes after their favorite char¬ 
acters. And because their rela¬ 
tionships have been determined 
completely by the tube’s violent 
and hierarchical world, the St. 
Cloud’s attempts to communi¬ 
cate duly reflect TV’s sado¬ 
masochistic patterns of winning 
and losing, of glorification and 
humiliation. 

This theme gets worked to 
death in Shelf Life to the point 
of inducing aphasia. To provide 
relief, Bartel occasionally has 
the humiliated party being 
dragged by his/her siblings into 
the room containing the bones 
of their deceased parents (they 
died after eating a bad can of 
salmon), but this attempt at 
hilarity, coming well into the 
body of a film with few or no 
real laughs, seems feeble to say 
the least. 

Dreary antics continue 
unabated until Bartel himself, 
playing some sort of land sur¬ 
veyor, digs a hole into the St. 
Cloud’s shelter, signaling the 
end of their captivity and, 
thankfully, the film. For those 
with strong stomachs. Shelf Life 
will no doubt give new meaning 
to the expression sibling rivalry, 
but if the sour countenances of 
the preview audience I watched 
the film with mean anything,

San Francisco's First Gay Latino Bar

T urning a play into a 
film can be a tricky 
business, especially 
if the play manages 
to say everything it 
needs to say and surpasses in 
expression its cinematic transla¬ 
tion. Though it’s hard to imag¬ 
ine that Shelf Life, even when it 
was just a play (co-written by 
its three performers 0-Lan 
Jones, Andrea Stein and Jim 
Turner), was ever very good, 
the film version by Paul Bartel 


is even worse. How this third- 
rate drivel ever found its way 
before a director, a photograph¬ 
er, and an editor without some¬ 
one protesting its enormous stu¬ 
pidity is incomprehensible. 
What’s more perplexing, 
though is how a director with 
Bartel’s track record {Eating 
Raoul, Scenes from the Class 
Struggle in Beverly Hills ) could 
have wasted time on such blath¬ 
ering bilge. 

Ostensibly a comedy. Shelf 
Life, which opens at the Castro 
Theatre on August 12, is about 
an Anaheim family, the St. 
Clouds - Pam, Tina and Scotty 
(Stein, Jones and Turner) - 
who’ve been locked in the fam¬ 
ily fallout shelter since daddy 
and mommy dragged them 
there in a fit of suburban para¬ 
noia the day of John F. 
Kennedy’s assassination in 
1963. “Commies and Martians 
are everywhere,” says daddy. 
It’s now 30 years later and we 
get to see what’s happened - or 
not happened - to them since 
their human evolution stopped 
on that fateful day. 

Plotless bore 

Since there is no plot in Shelf 
Life, director Bartel occupies 
screen time showing us the St. 
Cloud’s daily routine in the 
hovel they’ve called home for 
three decades. We see them 
throwing food, yelling at one 
another, watching TV and play¬ 
ing endless games they’ve cre¬ 
ated to pass the time. As televi¬ 
sion is the family’s only con¬

before their bathroom mirrors 
while Carly Simon blares 
“You’re so vain” is a funny, 
accurate chronicle, but when the 
men come to the mousse stage 
of their ablutions, the line 
becomes a never ending circle 
of gay men throughout the uni¬ 
verse becoming one with their 
hair. It’s a beautifully exaggerat¬ 
ed moment. 

The individual scenes do not 
all enjoy the same level of suc¬ 
cess, but they accomplish some 
significant character building by 
the play’s end. Of the two cen¬ 
tral characters, only Chris 
comes across as fully devel¬ 
oped. The other central charac¬ 
ter, Isaac the actor, verges on 
annoying. J. Bixby Elliot’s por¬ 
trayal of Isaac is ingenious 
enough, but Larsen has saddled 
Elliot with some of his least 
effective material. For instance, 
early in the play Isaac recounts 
what he considers to be a land¬ 
mark moment in his life when, 
at Safeway, in the breakfast 
cereal aisle, he sees a man with 
KS lesions all over his face 
reach for a box of Life cereal. 
This is a hyper self-conscious 


moment bordering on silly. 
Given the play’s numerous 
strengths, it is too bad a central 
character can’t be more focused 
and interesting. 

As a director directing his 
own work, Larsen has produced 
a surprisingly effective play. He 
keeps the action crisp and the 
pace fluid. His actors, for the 
most part, find the heart of the 
scenes and breathe dramatic, 
comedic life into them. As both 
writer and director, it is obvious 
Larsen is having fun with 
today’s seemingly endless vari¬ 
eties of homo sex. From phone 
sex to sex clubs, leather daddies 
to drag queens, personal ads to 
digs at local theater critics, 
Larsen and his talented ensem¬ 
ble have created a funny, honest 
and ultimately heartening piece 
of theater. Their success 
demands that these Scenes from 
My Love Life be seen. ▼

for all the unrestrained sexuality 
surrounding him. In 
Canterbury’s best scene, he 
makes his first visit to Blow 
Buddies, where he encounters 
the aptly named John. 


Canterbury deftly maneuvers 
Chris’ simultaneous revulsion of 
the sex club experience and his 
undeniable arousal. 

Also excellent is Drue 
Mackintosh as Mike, the detail- 
oriented queer who gets side¬ 
lined at Blow Buddies for wear¬ 
ing cologne. Mackintosh oozes 
crispy attitude and makes 


Mike’s fascination with details 
while performing phone sex 
seem at turns funny and sympa¬ 
thetic: “Is there hair around the 
nipples, or are you completely 
bare? Can you wrap your finger 
all the way around it?” 

Patrick J. O’ Connor as 
Richard, the sex pot, also scores 
in his portrayal of what could 
have been in less capable hands 
just another stereotypical slut. 
Writer Larsen’s acute sensibility 
allows his less full-bodied char¬ 
acters - like Richard - their full 
humanity, so Richard is a type, 
but he is also allowed some self- 
awareness and the ability to find 
humor in his experience. 

Phone sex and mousse 

Without a driving plot to 
keep his audience involved in 
the action, Larsen relies on the 
charm of his actors and on the 
fast pace of his moving 
tableaux. Short scenes between 
several actors are interspersed 
between ensemble set pieces, 
often involving phone sex lines. 
Several of these pieces are posi¬ 
tively inspired: watching a line¬ 
up of men getting dressed

Yoyo A Go Going in Olympia

O n the outside, 
Olympia, Wash¬ 
ington looks just 
like any other 
small, yup-scale 
community. Why then, has it 
become such a focal point on 
the map of the indie-music 
scene? 

This otherwise unassuming 
city is home to more than just a 
few excellent bands and no less 
than four independent record 
labels, including Calvin 
Johnson’s K Records and Slim 
Moon’s Kill Rock Stars. Many 
locals claim it’s the sheer bore¬ 
dom of living in a small town 
that has spawned Olympia’s 
burgeoning punk scene. Others 
cite the slogan of a locally 
brewed beer as the answer to my 
query: “It’s the water.’’ 

Whatever the reason. I’m 
glad it’s the case. What brought 
me to this indie-rock mecca 
recently was Yoyo A Go Go, a 
friendly music festival, where 
for five days and nights, over 
700 punks descended upon the 
downtown’s Capitol Theatre to 
mosh to their favorite punk 
bands. 

Punk rock has a come a long 
way since 1977 - so long, in 
fact, that the scene itself has 
become fractured and divided. 
In Olympia, I witnessed first¬ 
hand the state of punk, circa 
1994. 

There was friction between 
the old-school punks and the 
newer “K kids.” Old-school is 
exactly what you probably think 
of when you think punk: leather 
jackets, green mohawks, and 
safety pins through the ears. 
“Postcard punks” I call them. 
The newer punks (called “K 
kids” due to their association 
with bands on the K record 
label) seem to have a less strin¬ 
gent dress code, but aspire to the 
same D.I.Y. (do-it-yourself) aes¬ 
thetic as the older punks. 

The K kids do, however, 
accept more diversity in their 
music. They’re the ones keeping 
the spirit of the scene alive with 
a fresh perspective that 
embraces women and queers 
where there were once just 
straight white males. 

Queer presence 

Among the 50-plus bands 
performing, there were a num¬ 
ber of queer groups in the line¬ 
up, and this being a gay newspa¬ 
per, I’ll focus upon on the seven 
or so that were there. 

The first night featured a 
wide mix of music, with the 
most striking coming from an 
acoustic female duo called 
Tattle Tale. Utilizing just guitar, 
cello, and the strength of their 
beautifully harmonized voices, 
these two punk girls stirred up 
an intense outpouring of emo¬ 
tion. Though they may seem to 
follow in the footsteps of their 
cliched, lesbian folk-singing sis¬ 
ters, they differentiate them¬ 
selves by being unafraid to 
scream and shout, letting their 
voices get raw and gritty. (Their 
demo tape is available on Kill 
Rock Stars, 120 NE State Ave. 
No. 418, Olympia, WA 98501.) 

Of all the queer bands that 
played at Yoyo A Go Go, the 
Mukilteo Fairies were definite¬ 
ly the most in-your-face, which 
is why it’s unfortunate that 
they’ve broken up. Playing one 
of their last shows, the Fairies 


went out with a bang, pounding 
through a fast, obnoxious per¬ 
formance. 

Lead singer and fag-about- 
town Josh was a complete live 
wire, hurling himself into the 
moshing crowd every chance he 
got. During some between-song 
chatter, he made pointed jabs at 
the homogenized, elitist, and 
somewhat hypocritical Olympia 
riot grrrl scene, saying, “Let’s 
get some fags or dykes to dance 
up here, or at least girls who just 
look like dykes, there seem to be 
a lot of those around.” 

The Mukilteo Fairies have a 
new release on Outpunk (P.O. 
Box, 170501, San Francisco, 
CA 94117) that plays just like 
their set: loud, fast, and short. 

While quintessential bisexual 
riot grrrl band Bratmobile may 
have imploded last May in New 
York, lead singer Allison Wolfe 
has hardly been sitting idle. She 
now fronts the self-proclaimed 
“horrorcore” band. Dig Your 


Grave, which. I’m going to be 
honest here, really sucks. But in 
a good way. Lending credence 
to the expression “so bad it’s 
good,” Allison led her two beau¬ 
tiful boy bandmates through a 
set of sloppy punk rock that 
ended with an obligatory wail of 
screeching feedback, courtesy 
of Joaquin, their gorgeous 
drummer/guitarist. 

Easy on the eyes 

Local San Francisco band 
Fagbash made a strong impres¬ 
sion by introducing some diver¬ 
sity into their set. Veering away 
from the straightforward rock 
approach, they occasionally 
slowed things down a bit, while 
still maintaining the edge that 
makes them so good in the first 
place. They don’t play live very 
often, so if you get a chance to 
see the group here, I recom¬ 
mend you do. Besides, they’re 
all very easy to look at.

Gender Outiaw 
by Kate Bernstein, 
RouUedge; $23

O ur leading gen- 
derists - if I may 
coin a label for a 
practitioner of gen¬ 
der, such as the 
nation’s most visible transsexu¬ 
al, Kate Borastein - are exhibit¬ 
ing a disturbing trend. They 
seem to be abandoning the 
field. Both Kate Bornstein in 
her absorbing, provocative new 
book. Gender Outlaw and sev¬ 
eral of the women who’ve 
become men interviewed by 
Amy Bloom in a revelatory 
“Reporter at Large” piece in the 
July 18 issue of the New Yorker, 
profess to be moving beyond 
gender. As if one can be no gen¬ 
der. Is this the coming thing? Is 
gender, once viewed as destiny, 
going, going gone? 

Perhaps. We can easily 
escape the cultural baggage of 
genderisms - blue is for boys, 
pink for girls - but despite the 
pronouncements of genderists, 
biology appears to be implaca¬ 
ble. 

Don’t despair. In Gender 
Outlaw, Kate Bornstein may 
persuade you that gender is, 
indeed, changeable. Gender, 
she says, is a bi-polar system 
kept in place by our genitals 
and our minds. While you think 
only one half of that pair can be 
argued with, Kate urges us to 
free ourselves from the con¬ 
fines of gender by losing the 
first and loosening the latter. 

As disarmingly pointed as

she’s been on numerous talk 
shows, Kate has never been bet¬ 
ter spoken than in this book, a 
combination of autobiography, 
philosophical treatise and politi¬ 
cal mandate. More than anything, 
however. Gender Outlaw is a 
conversation. Its clever lay-out 
allows Kate a quick-witted dia¬ 
logue with scholars, other mem¬ 
bers of the transsexual communi¬ 
ty, and even herself She includes 
the pertinent medical facts we’re 
curious about, but spends more 
time searching through the psy¬ 
chology of gender. 

Through her searching we 
come to see gender as a com¬ 
posite of our bodies and minds. 
First, Kate demonstrates the 
nonsense of labels: upon chang¬ 
ing his gender, a man whose 
love for women classified him 
as heterosexual, finds that 
although his behavior is 
admirably constant, his 
unchanged love now makes him 
a lesbian. 

Kate also shows us the 
importance of making the body 
fit the mind - allowing one’s 
physique to conform with one’s 
personality. Dr. Don Laub, 
transsexuality’s pre-eminent 
surgeon, prefers to call the 
change “gender confirmation” 
instead of “gender reassign¬ 
ment.” 

Despite the high skepticism 
with which I greeted each chap¬ 
ter, Kate proved disarming. Her 
discussion is wide-ranging, 
emcompassing drag, the impor¬ 
tance of camp, the viability of 
S/M, the differences between 
gender and sexual orientation, 
and the rigors of “passing” 
under others’ doubtful gaze. 

Living without limits 

Although she preaches 
escape from the oppression of 
gender, did she herself achieve 
such an escape in trading one 
gender for another? Kate 
explores two forms of escape in 
answer to that question. Why 


didn’t she become the Gender 
Blender, so exquisitely exem¬ 
plified by Justin Bond, or the 
Gender Transcender of the tra¬ 
ditional shaman? 

Kate responds that these 
weren’t her roles. Unlike gen¬ 
der, these roles cannot be 
donned. One is born to them. 
And she’s just somewhat 
piqued that we aren’t consulted 
at birth about our proposed gen¬ 
der. She urges us to follow her 
example, and claim the power 
to be who we ought to be. 

Finally, I want to know why 
Kate has modeled herself after 
a traditionally styled woman, 
one who wears tailored clothes, 
demure make-up and pearl drop 
earrings? Simple: she always 
wanted to be one. Plus this 
savvy nugget, “Traditional 
form permits an audience to 
experience non-traditional con¬ 
tent in relative safety.” 

Gender Outlaw is not with¬ 
out its problems. Although it is 
richly illustrated, it lacks an 
index. More important, it lacks 
empirical facts to support its 
contentions and theories. 
Although research just hasn’t 
progressed far enough. Dr. 
Laub provides some backup in 
the recent New Yorker article, 
which quotes his belief that 
mental gender is set by 
intrauterine hormonal balances, 
which can sometimes be out of 
balance with physical gender. 

Following the text of her 
play. Hidden: A Gender, Kate 
drops the mantle of proselytizer 
to reveal herself as a mystic. In 
the poetic and exciting farewell 
concluding the book, Kate finds 
herself beginning a journey 
beyond gender to realms of the 
body as yet uncharted. She 
leaves us hoping for another 
communique from the frontier 
soon. Going over the edge with 
Kate in Gender Outlaw is con¬ 
founding, confusing, always 
exhilarating, and ultimately 
enlightening. ▼

An Interview With Author Stanley Siegel 

Design for Living 


S tanley Siegel lost his 
map. He had been fol¬ 
lowing one, of course, 
on the psychological 
journey that took him 
far in his career as a family 
counselor, and gave him a wife 
and daughter. But when he came 
out at age 37 and realized his 
old map was ill-suited to gay 
living, Siegel found himself 
without a blueprint for his new 
life. In his new book. Uncharted 
Lives: Understanding the Life 
Passages of Gay Men (Dutton, 
$21.95), Siegel examines how 
gay men draw their own life 
maps, and where they lead. 

In Uncharted Lives, Siegel, 
along with co-author Ed Lowe 
Jr., attempts to delineate the 
stages of life common to gay 
men across lines of difference, 
by interviewing a hundred gay 
men. While straight men gener¬ 
ally follow a somewhat prede¬ 
termined menu of life choices, 
Siegel writes, gay men are left 
without parallel conventions and 
psychological landmarks to 
guide them through life. His 
book simultaneously pieces 
together a rough gay map based 
on common experiences 
revealed through extensive 
interviews, and also examines 
the impact on gay men of going 
through life without a formal 
“chart.” 

A psychotherapist by train¬ 
ing, Siegel is keen to analyze 
personal histories, repressed 
memories, family relationships, 
and sexual maturation. Siegel 
further relates his broader analy¬ 
sis to his own story of delayed 
adolescence, sexual experimen¬ 
tation, and subcultural bonding. 
Thus his book becomes a hybrid 
of a social scientific thesis on 
the “life passages of gay men” 
and an autobiographical sketch 
of the author himself. 

Finding the gay community 
is one of the most significant 
steps in a gay man’s life, says 
Siegel. It is here that a gay man 
can first become an insider, 
instead of the outsider he has 
become in what Siegel dubs the 
“heterosexist community.” Once 
a gay man discovers the gay 
community and comes to identi¬ 
fy himself with it, Siegel finds, 
he often separates himself from 


the heterosexist world he has 
known, and submerges himself 
in a gay ghetto. While he 
believes most gay men eventual¬ 
ly find a more balanced position 
of reintegration with the larger 
community, Siegel maintains 
that this ghettoization is a vital 
component of a gay man’s life. 

“I think most people go 
through a period of pride and 
separatism at some stage,” he 
says. “I think it’s a necessary 
stage, both in one’s individual 
evolution and in a cultural evo¬ 
lution. Immersing oneself in an 
affirmative, like-minded culture 
allows for a sense of freedom 
without hostility.” 

Speeded-up stages 

But as society becomes 
increasingly tolerant, and gay 
men come out at younger ages 
and adjust more quickly, the life 
stages that Siegel has described 
tend to speed up. What this 
means in terms of gay self-seg¬ 
regation may also affect the 
entire essence of being gay, 
Siegel warns. 

“There is the chance that the 
ghettoes in the process will be 
more or less accelerated to the 
point of elimination by the 
changes,” he says. “While there 
are many advantages to that, 
there are also consequences and 
dangers. It’s a question too of 
thinking about what we give up 
that is so unique and original 
that we want to save and protect. 
That’s the dilemma of change.” 

While Siegel is hardly one to 
celebrate the heterosexism that 
forces gay men into outsider sta¬ 
tus even in their own minds, this 
marginalization has left gay men 
with the ability - and the need - 
to create their own life patterns 
from scratch. “Adversity forces 
the gay man to develop a cre¬ 
ative genius for living,” Siegel 
asserts in his book, and that 
valuable asset may be lost as 
gay men enter the mainstream. 

“What was wonderful and 
extraordinary in the interviews 
that I did was the constant dis¬ 
covery of the inventiveness and 
creativity of gay men,” says 
Siegel. “I think collectively, 
maybe as we push for our civil 
rights, that we invent conven¬ 
tions to assimilate, and I think it 


actually comes at a very high 
price, at the expense of quieting 
our many voices. 

“Unless we protect this and 
remember what we are, we’ll 
move from margin to center and 
in the process lose our inven¬ 
tiveness and creativeness,” 
Siegel warns. “We need to fight 
for our civil rights for what we 
deserve as equal citizens in this 
society without compromising 
our wonderful position of out¬ 
siders, and that’s a hard line to 
walk, or a hard paradox to main¬ 
tain.” 

If increasing openness has 
changed the speed with which 
gay men progress through the 
life stages Siegel has described 
in his book, another factor may 
change the equations and con¬ 
siderations much more drasti¬ 
cally: AIDS. In the book, Siegel 
discusses the periods of re-eval¬ 
uation gay men encounter in 
their lives. But AIDS has pushed 
issues of mortality and limita¬ 
tion into younger minds, creat¬ 
ing a sort of mid-life crisis 
immediately following a belated 
gay adolescence, with little 
room for unfettered psychologi¬ 
cal security in between. 

The big questions 

“The fact of AIDS has made 
every gay man deal with the 
question of what is death and 
what is life, and what is impor¬ 
tant in life, so it has forced a 
very early period of re-evalua¬ 
tion,” says Siegel. “Hopefully, in 
the lessons of AIDS, it has 


forced a recommitment to life 
that’s based more on the present 
and more in love. In general, 
gay men, in order to know who 
they are and justify their exis¬ 
tence, have developed a terrific 
ability for self-examination.” 

Even if AIDS has changed 
the time frame, it has not 


changed the stages of sexual 
development in gay men, Siegel 
says. While previously gay men 
had to shed the heterosexist con¬ 
structions of sexuality before 
going on to construct their own 
new sexual paradigms, this same 
model still holds true even with 
(Continued on page 42)

itself with this collection, Chloe 
Plus Olivia, compiled and edit¬ 
ed by Lillian Faderman (who 
wrote Surpassing the Love of 
Men and Odd Girls and 
Twilight Lovers ). Here’s rich¬ 
ness— a collection of lesbian 
literature that establishes a polit¬ 
ical, theoretical, and literary 


context for the ways in which 
lesbians have been portrayed, 
and have portrayed themselves, 
over the past three centuries. 

One of the heinous (literary) 
crimes of our homophobic cul¬ 
ture is the way in which writing 
by or about lesbians is either 
ignored (which is bad) or trans¬ 
formed into something hetero¬ 
sexual (which is worse). Thus, 
Emily Dickinson’s literary biog¬ 
raphers sought (and still seek) to 
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transform the rich lesbian 
imagery of her poetry by invent¬ 
ing a male persona for her first 
person voice, and by creating 
mystery men for whose unre¬ 
quited love Emily spent much of 
her life in isolation. Of course, 
her seclusion was from men — 
she had rich contacts with 
women throughout her life. But 
in patriarchal culture, a woman 
is not allowed to disregard men; 
she must be dragged into a het¬ 
erosexual matrix. Thus, Emily’s 
love affair with Sue Gilbert is 
dismissed, and another lesbian 
writer is erased. 

Discovering the past 

Literary meaning depends 
upon context, upon the influ¬ 
ences of earlier writers, upon 
intertextuality. A literature with¬ 
out a past is one which must con¬ 
stantly reinvent itself. And a liter¬ 
ature which must continually 
reinvent its origins is one that can 
never develop or mature. 
Faderman uncovers the abundant 
history of lesbian writing, and 
analyzes the literary influences 
that helped to form the ways in 
which lesbians see and are seen. 
To that end, she includes writings 
by men about lesbians, since 
these published writers helped to 
create the attributes that were 
included in the shorthand term 
“lesbian.” In her introduction to 
the collection, Faderman estab¬ 
lishes “a historical and theoreti¬ 
cal framework” for the notion of 
lesbian literature. Recognizing 
that the term lesbian is anachro¬ 
nistic when applied to the writ¬ 
ings of earlier centuries, she nev¬ 
ertheless outlines six categories 
of lesbian writing: kindred spir¬ 
its: the literature of romantic 
friendship; a man trapped in a 
woman’s body: the literature of 
sexual inversion; carnivorous 
flowers: the literature of exotic 
and evil lesbians; in the closet: 
the literature of lesbian encod¬ 
ing; amazons: the literature of 
lesbian feminism; and flower¬ 
ings: post-lesbian-feminist litera¬ 
ture. 


These categories of lesbian 
literature serve as a brief social 
history of lesbianism as well. 
Throughout the book, Faderman 
constantly contextualizes the 
writings that she selects, creat¬ 
ing a rich history both of the art 
of lesbians and of the lives we 
live. She shows how early les¬ 
bian writers were influenced by 
male definitions, and the ways 
in which the lives of lesbians, 
influenced by what they read, 
served to validate male writers’ 
conception of the literary les¬ 
bian. 

Of particular interest is 
Faderman’s discussion of the 
medical, or rather, pathological 
model of lesbians created by the 
male sexologists of the late 19th 
and early 20th centuries. She 
points out that the notion of 
appropriate gender behavior 
was “sacrosanct” to the 19th 
century men of science, and that 
behavior once classified as 
immoral (such as women seek¬ 
ing sexual pleasure) became 
abnormal. The result was a peri¬ 
od when women who loved 
women, or had brains or indeed 
any skills of the non-domestic 
sort, were anathematized as 
congenital inverts, the so-called 
third sex. 

The wave of feminism dur¬ 
ing this period caused 
Havelock Ellis (a noted sexolo¬ 
gist who believed that wet 
dreams were once the cause of 
venereal disease) to complain 
that the women’s movement 
“involved an increase in femi¬ 
nine criminality and in femi¬ 
nine insanity... In connection 
with these we can scarcely be 
surprised to find an increase in 
homosexuality, which has 
always been regarded as 
belonging to an allied, if not the 
same group of phenomena.” 
This “scientific” nonsense 
served as the model for the sui¬ 
cidal lesbian psycho-killers of 
our own era. 

More than theory 

But Chloe Plus Olivia is 


considerably more than a book 
of literary theory or social histo¬ 
ry. The soul of this anthology is 
the extraordinary writing that 
Faderman has collected. “I have 
chosen,” she writes, “to collect 
in this book only work that was 
written by Europeans or North 
Americans (inclusive of 
European or North American 
lesbians of color) because I 
wished to trace a particular set 
of literary traditions through my 
selections.” Recognizing the 
need for future collections of 
work by Asian, African, and 
South American lesbians, 
Faderman nevertheless offers 
cogent reasoning for her deci¬ 
sion to limit the scope of this 
compilation. Context is all, and 
each piece in this anthology is 
given its historical as well as its 
biographical backdrop. 

The selections are a varied 
mix of the familiar and the 
obscure, and serve as an intro¬ 
duction to new writers and a 
reminder of old favorites. Each 
woman’s work is given a bio¬ 
graphical introduction, as well 
as a brief bibliography for fur¬ 
ther reading. The result is a 
matchless opportunity to create 
one’s own lesbian anthology, to 
make one’s own exploration of 
this rich and fertile country. 

Even if you choose to read 
only this anthology (and at 800 
plus pages. I’m not sure “only” 
is the appropriate word), you 
will have taken a fantastic jour¬ 
ney through lesbian culture. 
The earlier Penguin collection 
implied a paucity of choices 
from which selections could be 
made. Faderman’s anthology 
hints at further riches yet to be 
discovered. From Aphra Behn 
to Jewelle Gomez, from 
Gertrude Stein to Audre Lord, 
from Willa Gather to Pat 
Parker, the selections serve to 
document a lesbian literary tra¬ 
dition that can no longer be 
ignored or erased. Chloe Plus 
Olivia is a book that you will 
read and reread and treasure for 
years. T

AIDS to consider. And true to the creative model, 
says Siegel, gay men have developed myriad 
ways to handle AIDS while still building a new 
sexual ethic. 

“AIDS does not have to stop sexual enjoyment, 
or even recreational sex,” he says. “There are peo¬ 
ple pioneering a relationship to sex that involves 
safety, taking the lessons of the epidemic, involv¬ 
ing a sense of spirituality that grows out of deal¬ 
ing with death, and also returning to some of the 
lessons of the ’70s and the sexual liberation 
movement in terms of openness, enjoyment, and 
freedom. 

“We’re headed for a second sexual revolution,” 
he predicts, adding that straight people will likely 
follow suit, albeit years behind as usual. 

Although Siegel includes a wide divergence of 
individual experience in his book, he still finds 
common threads that tie them together and create 
a basic sketch of gay life - a map that need not be 
followed, but one that should be recognized. Little 
of what Siegel reveals is shocking or trailblazing; 
it is the kind of book where readers nod along, 
surprised only to see what they already know 
molded into a coherent tale with apparent sim¬ 
plicity. 

Above all, Siegel hopes that his book will 
encourage gay readers to examine their own per¬ 
sonal life passages and create their own maps for 
living. 

“It’s important to know your narrative, because 
it is your narrative that guides you,” says Siegel. 
“As much as we can recall, remember, and sew 
together about our lives, the more we know of the 
story that we’re guided by, consciously or uncon¬ 
sciously. I hope this book does the job of helping 
people place where they are in their lives, and 
gives people the opportunity to look backward 
and forward to where they might be going.” ▼

The band that really blew me away was Team 
Dresch. This veritable dyke-rock supergroup is 
led by Donna Dresch, who’s played with 
Screaming IVees and Dinosaur Jr., among oth¬ 
ers. She finally got fed up with playing with boys 
and started her own all-dyke band. Jody from 
Hazel and Kaia of Calamity Jane round out the 
band, and they rocked hard! Their debut 7” on Kill 
Rock Stars finds them sounding more subdued 
than they do live, but at least you can understand 
the lyrics. 

To quote the Candy-Ass (Jody’s record label) 
catalog. Excuse Seventeen are an “emo boy 
drummer and two girls who play guitar and 
scream about the complexities of being a tender, 
young bisexual.” That sounds about right, with a 
definite emphasis on the “emo.” (That’s Oly- 
speak, by the way, for “emotional.”) They tend to 
muck up rather good pop songs with a lot of dis¬ 
tortion and screaming. I really like that. 

Heavens to Betsy played the second to last 
slot, right before the Spinanes, and though their 
stark intensity never fails to impress, Corin 
Tucker’s dyke separatism and reverse misogyny 
rubbed some supporters, including me, the wrong 
way. Before they even started playing, Corin 
demanded that everyone with a penis move away 
from the front of the stage. “This front part is for 
women only, especially dykes,” she said, as if 
there weren’t already tons of women crammed at 
the front anyway. 

Later in the set, they played a new song, 
“Beg,” which included the refrain: “I’m a man- 
hater, and I like it that way.” Though I’m one of 
the first to apologize for my gender’s transgres¬ 
sions, it seems hypocritical to rally against sex¬ 
ism in song while practicing it oneself. It was the 
one negative spot in an otherwise overtly positive 
week of inspiring punk rock. T

He’s danced with Minnesota 
Dance Theatre, ODC/San 
Francisco, Shakiri Rootworkers, 
and Citicenter Dance Theatre, 
among others. The homegrown 
Johnson, who began his dance 
training at the Western Addition 
Cultural Center at the age of 
seven, attended McAteer High 
School, where he won a full 
scholarship to the San Francisco 
Ballet School. 

The future is RHJDC 

In 1993, Johnson formed his 
own troupe, the Robert Henry 
Johnson Dance Company and, 
in celebration of the company’s 
first anniversary, Johnson pre¬ 
sents Second Sphere, a program 
of new work and San Francisco 
premieres, on August 12-14 at 
the New Performance Gallery. 
Including solos, duets, and 
group pieces for as many as 20 
dancers. Second Sphere features 
guest performances by Oakland 
Ballet’s Stephanie Powell and 
Dance Theatre of Harlem’s 
acclaimed principal dancer, 
Christina Johnson. Johnson’s 
appearance is a particular coup 


for RHJDC as it’s the only one 
she has scheduled in the Bay 
Area before 1996. 

For those who know 
Johnson’s work, there’s hardly a 
need to explain why he’s a must- 
see. For those who don’t, a few 
words will suffice: I have seen 
the future, and it is Robert 
Henry Johnson. 

Like so much of Johnson’s 
work, the Second Sphere pro¬ 
gram promises to showcase one 
of Johnson’s most unique tal¬ 
ents: the ability to act as a forge. 
In the heat of Johnson’s creative 
energy the strengths of varying 
dance forms (classical European 
ballet, Congolese and other 
West African techniques, 
hiphop, jazz, and others) are 
annealed into a substance that is 
somehow purer and stronger. 

Call it “eclectic” if you like, 
but what Johnson is after is the 
point “when everything becomes 
parallel. When it’s not an African 
dance, when it’s not ballet, when 
it’s just dance. And all these dif¬ 
ferent ingredients are put into the 
pot to make a gumbo. 

“I know not everybody is 
going to see that it’s parallel,” 
Johnson acknowledges. “Black 
people, who have issues for 
obvious reasons, come up to me 


and say, ‘Damn, it was so won¬ 
derful to see all that African 
movement up there.’ And then 
(other) people will say, ‘It was 
so classical. It was so balletic.’ 
And then, praise God, most peo¬ 
ple go, ‘It was just such a beau¬ 
tiful fusion.’” 

At the same time, Johnson 
cares deeply that the elements of 
individual cultures, of individual 
identities are neither erased nor 
assimilated in his work. “I don’t 
want people to escape who they 
are,” Johnson says. “It’s very 
important that we have our iden¬ 
tity—whether that be black, 
woman, gay, whatever. That cul¬ 
ture is very important. You can’t 
make people respect you, but 
we’re just here, and we’re down 
for it, and we’re not apologetic. 
So definitely I’m saying, ‘I have 
an accent.’ This may be ballet but, 
excuse me, I do have an accent. 
(I’d like people to) see my work, 
hear my accent, and not trip.” 

A question of balanM 

But Johnson isn’t the only 
one with an accent. Many peo¬ 
ple don’t realize, for example, 
that even a “classical” ballet 
master like George Balanchine 
adored jazz and African-based 
movement, that he worked fre¬ 


quently with black choreogra¬ 
phers like Katherine Dunham, 
and that he deliberately incorpo¬ 
rated “black” movement aes¬ 
thetics into what is still consid¬ 
ered the ideal of traditional (that 
is, European-based) ballet tech¬ 
nique. Balanchine may have 
been engaging in a kind of cul¬ 
tural colonialism in the process, 
but the references are still there 
to be seen - and the debt 
remains largely unacknowl¬ 
edged. (With some bitterness, 
for example, Johnson recalls the 
teacher at San Francisco Ballet 
School who told him that tap 
dancing was not an art form.) 

“My thing is not to assimi¬ 
late,” Johnson says. “I mean, 
you have to assimilate to a cer¬ 
tain point and obviously there 
are Eurocentric values in the 
African-American experience, 
and that’s what makes it so 
unique. But obviously (my 
work) is saying, ‘This is who I 
am.’ I know black people; so 
black folks are gonna be on 
stage. I love women; so I’m 
gonna ask women to perform 
with me. But I deal with the sen¬ 
suality of everything. Sensual: I 
sense you all. People say this is 
universal, and I don’t know if 
universal is the right word, but 


OK, universal. All the same, 
truly there are issues. Truly we 
gotta work shit out. Because we 
do deal with positive and nega¬ 
tive, male/female, the sun and 
the moon. A sense of balance is 
important.” 

For a dancer, “balance” is 
hardly an unusual word. So if 
Johnson, as he puts it, walks 
down the street “with history on 
my shoulders,” that doesn’t mean 
his focus is turned backwards. 
And if he’s got his eye on the 
future, that isn’t to say he’s for¬ 
gotten the world he lives in now. 

“We need to know about each 
other,” Johnson says, “because 
we’re stuck with each other. But 
people have truly not been deal¬ 
ing with who they are in relation 
to other folks. These are the 
[kinds of] things we need to be 
educated about. Because other 
people’s culture doesn’t come in 
a bottle. It’s not something you 
can spray on your hair.” ▼

then this film is destined for cel¬ 
luloid oblivion. 

And well it should be, for 
everything about Shelf Life is 
wrong-headed. The film’s most 
obvious error is that Bartel 
restricts the action to one room, 
the fall-out shelter, for 83 min¬ 
utes. Though the film is follow¬ 
ing a limitation set by the play 
(performed first in LA), Bartel’s 
loyalty to the original merely 
succeeds in underscoring the 
vast differences between theater 
and cinema. Shelf Life’s physi¬ 
cal limitations alone should 
have been sufficient warning to 
Bartel that filming it would be 
an uphill battle. 

Supreme hypocrisy 

But beyond its botched and 
arrogant attempts to pass as cin¬ 
ema, the worst thing about Shelf 
Life is its point of view. The film 
is revoltingly smug. (No doubt 
the play is too, but this reviewer 
hasn’t seen it.) It tells us that TV 


wastes people by pandering to 
the worst in them, yet Bartel’s 
film panders to precisely the 
same values while pretending to 
say something deep about them. 
But is there really anything pro¬ 
found, or even remotely inter¬ 
esting, about an aging Jim 
Turner throwing food and mim¬ 
icking flatulence? About scrap- 
py-looking 0-Lan Jones pre¬ 
tending she’s a nymphet? About 
Andrea Stein playing a 
menopausal schoolteacher who 
lusts after the body of a prepu- 
bescent boy? Perhaps in some 
movie other than this, character¬ 
izations like these would have 
greater meaning, but in Shelf 
Life each one comes across as 
merely a desperate attempt to 
mine poignancy from oozing 
offal. 

The premise of the film itself 
is an unbelievable piece of tom¬ 
foolery with holes so large God 
could spit Jupiter’s moons 
through them. While it is true 
that all narrative art - films, 
plays, novels, what have you - 
require a suspension of disbelief 
to achieve resemblance to reali¬

ty. Shelf Life requires nothing 
less than a lobotomy. Laugh you 
may, but only a severely 
impaired brain could possibly 
believe that three people can 
live indefinitely in such tiny 
quarters for three decades with¬ 
out killing each other or starving 
to death. Or that a family could 
watch television continuously 


for three decades without hav¬ 
ing the means to pay a utilities 
bill. Or that people who give 
every indication that their brain 
pans are shrivelled could sud¬ 
denly don complex psycholo¬ 
gies and begin mouthing world- 
weary soliloquies beyond their 
intellectual and verbal means. 
But in a film like Shelf Life, real¬ 


ity obviously means nothing, 
which is precisely why most 
people will find Bartel’s film 
stupid and boring. T

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Weathering the Marathon

I f given the choice, almost any marathon runner would pre¬ 
fer to run under cool, overcast weather conditions. Running 
under a beating sun for 26.2 miles can take its toll both 
physically and mentally. 

The Bay Area Distance Runners recently experienced the 
good, the bad and the ugly, weatherwise, in competition. The 
“good” came at the San Francisco Marathon on July 31st, when 17 
BADR runners finished a demanding and hilly course in fairly 
good shape due to the “ideal” weather conditions: fog, overcast 
skies and cool temperatures. 

“It was good to be home again,” said Bay Area Distance Runner 
co-chair Dave Studach, referring to the team’s return from the Gay 
Games in New York. “The familiarity with the San Francisco 
course combined with the good weather conditions made it easier 
for us to take on the somewhat challenging course, especially our 
first-timers.” 

BADR marathon “first-timers” Tamara Lutz and Lucia Wade 
indeed ran well, as did the rest of the squad, according to Studach. 
The top finisher for the Bay Area Distance Runners was Donna 
Hinshaw, coming back from a series of injuries to post a time of 
three hours and 15-minutes. She was followed by BADR’s other 
SF Marathoners Jim Daniel, Susan Zeiff, Terry Baransy, Pat 
Simon, Char Leavitt, Chuck Louden, Tom Pait, Dennis Hanna, 
David Allman, Marion Lyons, Todd Casey, Bob Fredericks, 
Rebecca Rocewicz, and Charlie Caldwell. 

In New York it was a very different story for San Francisco’s 
marathon team when, at Gay Games IV, they faced “the bad and 
the ugly” in weather conditions: hot temperatures and high humid¬ 
ity. 

“The weather was not ideal for marathoners used to training in 
San Francisco,” Studach lamented. In fact, he said it provoked a 
change in their strategy. Instead of racing hard for 26.2 miles, they 
slowed down and exercised more caution. 

While the times for BADR’s squad were up to 30 minutes slow¬ 
er than normal, the team of 37 runners still made an excellent 
showing and took home an impressive booty of 5 medals. 

Bob Fredericks and Thrond Midbrod nabbed silver medals in 
their age groups with times of 3:37 and 4:54, respectively. Vikki 
Friedman (4:22), Bud Veliquette (4:25) and Tom Pait (4:47) each 
won the bronze medal in their age group. In spite of the weather, 
every San Francisco runner finished the race (including first timers 
Tom Baranauskas, Jesus Mora, Kent Griffith, Jeff Pittelkau, Bruce 
Weitzman, Jeff Merr and Debbi Shargel), and as a team, San 
Francisco took home more medals than they did at Gay Games III 
in 1990. 

Other BADR runners who finished in the top ten in their age 
group at Gay Games IV included Richard Nelson, Paul Newman 
and Tom Pait who just missed a medal, all finishing in 4th place; 
Terry Baransy and Robert Latham in fifth; Jane Meyer, seventh; 
Paul Kelley and Nicholas Koras, eighth; Denise Dooley, ninth and 
Larry Parks, tenth. The top finishing times for San Francisco were 
Todd Casey at 3:16:22, Paul Kelley (3:20:14), Richard Nelson 
(3:22:20) and John Kruse (3:24:43). 

The Bay Area Distance Runners are now taking some well- 
deserved time off but will soon begin preparation for the Cal 
International Marathon in Sacramento in December, and the 
Honolulu Marathon later that month. For more information about 
the club and their training schedule, contact Dave Studach at (415) 
626-1380.

’ efore I discuss 

0 Dagger, I should 

D offer a disclaimer, or 
several. I did not 
greet the re-emer- 
gence of butch/femme with glad 
cries. It seemed to me that 
butch/femme was completely 
identified with lesbian essential- 
ism; all the talk about the natu¬ 
ralness of butch/femme gave me 
a severe case of the willies. That 
butch/femme in its current 
incarnation also seemed to be 
inextricably tied (no pun intend¬ 
ed) to sado masochism was just 
another reason to run screaming 
into the night. My main reason 
for reading Dagger was curios¬ 
ity. I also wondered if I had such 
a down on butch/femme 
because I didn’t understand it. 


Having read Dagger, a col¬ 
lection of photographs, essays, 
comics, interviews, and poetry, I 
can now say that I did not mis¬ 
understand butch/femme, and 
I’m more certain 
than ever that a 
retreat to this behav¬ 
ior, and especially 
to the ideology that 
supports it, is a big 
mistake for les¬ 
bians. What else 
can it be when 
women warn 
that “You’re not 
going to get a 
quality woman 
and keep her 
unless you can 
access your emotional 
vulnerability.” Surely the need 
to get a woman and keep her, 
with all the ownership and 
power tripping implied therein, 
is not what we are battling for. 

But, maybe I’m wrong. I’m 
certainly not in the mainstream 


on this question. It is clear that 
the butch thang has enthralled a 
lot of lesbians, and the collected 
writings in Dagger speak to that 
fascination. The pieces range 
from butch-lite to dyke daddies, 
with all manner of 
manifestations in 
between; just to 
round things out, a 
few femmes offer 
their views on the 
delights of loving 
hutches. The writing is 
good, the photography 
stunning. I suspect that 
Dagger will be enjoyed 
by lots of women who are 
in the butch/femme life, 
and provide validation for 
those women who don’t 
quite know what to think 
about those feelings they have. 
For the rest of us, we can only 
wonder how things got so far off 
track, and resolve to work harder 
in the future. ▼

Paradoxes off Gender by 
Judith Lorber; Yale, $30 

One of the things I love 
about book reviewing is that I 
get a chance to read books I 
might otherwise never see. Of 
course, one of the things I hate 
about book reviewing is that I 
get a chance to read books I 
might otherwise never see. 
Judith Lorber’s is definitely of 
the former category. 

Paradoxes of Gender is an 
intense but accessible explo¬ 
ration of the idea of gender as a 
social construct. Lorber is both 
a sociologist and a feminist, and 
she brings a scientific eye as 
well as personal passion to the 
subject. 

As the question of identity 
politics becomes more and more 
urgent, the identity one claims 
becomes more and more prob¬ 
lematic. Who decides what we 
are? Can we separate nature 
from nurture? Indeed, is there 
such an entity as a wholly natur¬ 


al creature? 

Lorber offers “a new para¬ 
digm of gender - gender as a 
social institution... For example, 
despite the evidence that 
women and men are more simi¬ 
lar than different, the institution 
of gender continues to maintain 
socially significant differences 
between women and men... The 
point of these differences is to 
justify the exploitation of an 
identifiable group - women.” 

Using real-world examples 
(her analysis of the politics of 
“social bodies and the bathroom 
problem” is particularly astute) 
and language that is both pas¬ 
sionate and articulate, Lorber 
looks at the ordinary world in 
extraordinary ways. Paradoxes 
of Gender is an important book, 
one that seeks nothing less than 
a revolution in our ways of 
thinking about gender. This is 
the book I hope we’ll all be 
reading at the barricades. T

There are many ways to 
come out of the closet. 

Some people trumpet 
their sexual status to the 
world, while others 
whisper it only to 
friends. For Dr. Peter 
Jepson-Young, his 
coming out was a 
straight-forward asser¬ 
tion of two vital, inter¬ 
related facts about 
himself - that he was 
gay and a PWA. 

And when he did 
come out he did it 
on a special seg¬ 
ment of an evening 
television news¬ 
cast seen by some 
150,000 viewers 
on the Canadian 
Broadcasting 
Corporation’s 
Vancouver sta¬ 
tion in 

September of 
1990. 

In that 
huge audi¬ 
ence were 
his father 
and mother, 
who had 
not known 

that their son was gay or 
that he had had an incurable disease. To 
Bob and Shirley Young’s great credit, their love 
overcame their shock, and they became their son’s 
most devoted supporters. 

As “Dr. Peter,” Young quickly commanded the 
attention of a mass audience in his new role as an 
ingratiating, authoritative public educator. His 
“AIDS Diary” series quickly outgrew its original 
five parts to run a total of 111. The show ran more 


across as an 
amalgam of 
candor, stamina 
and unwavering 
dedication. 

But the essence 
of the man is 
expressed most 
emphatically in an 
affirmation Peter 
wrote in the spring 
of 1987 while facing 
the reality of AIDS. 
In his statement, he 
allied himself with 
the vital elements of 
the earth. He conclud¬ 
ed with these lines: “I 
believe God to be all these elements, and the force 
that unites them. / And from these elements I have 
come and to these elements I shall return. / But the 
energy that is me will not be lost.”

Daniel Gawthrop chronicles this astonishing 
career with meticulous care, providing a complete 
account not only of Peter’s early life, but his later 
years, which were marked by his struggle with 
AIDS. Commendably, he also includes episodes 
that reveal his subjects more human side.
